Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  April  2,  1972, 
regarding  the  issuance  of  a  4  pence  note  by  the  Union 
Bank  of  New  London  on  September  26,  1794.  The  Union 
Bank  &  Trust  Company,  successor  to  the  Union  Bank  of 
New  London,  merged  with  The  Connecticut  Bank  &  Trust 
Company  in  1963?  and  our  archives,  located  in  the  main 
branch  building  in  Hartford,  now  contain  some  of  the 
records  of  the  old  Union  Bank  of  New  London.  One  of 
my  "additional  duties"  involves  the  keeping  of  these 
archives  and,  consequently,  after  some  "rerouting"  of 
your  letter,  it  has  come  to  me  for  reply.  With  that 
background,  I  hope  you  will  forgive  the  delay  in  gett¬ 
ing  this  response  back  to  you. 

Although  the  records  I  researched  did  not 
provide  the  answers  to  all  your  questions,  I  believe 
the  following  entries  and  information  may  be  of  some 
interest  to  you.  The  Union  Bank  of  New  London,  appar¬ 
ently  one  of  the  two  oldest  banks  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  was  chartered  and  incorporated  by  an  Act 
of  the  Connecticut  General  Assembly  on  the  second 
Thursday  of  May,  1792.

With  regard  to  your  question  concerning  the 
issue  which  produced  your  4  pence  note,  I  found  the 
following  entry  from  the  director’s  meeting  of  Septem¬ 
ber  16,  1794,  which,  I  believe,  authorized  the  issue 
of  your  note: 

"...Resolved.  That  ten  Ream  (sic)  of  small 
Bills  be  emitted  for  the  purpose  of  furnish¬ 
ing  convenient,  change  in  dealings — that  they 
be  of  the  following  denominations,  f)np  ppnnv3 
two  pence,  four  pence,  five -pence ,. six  pence, 
seven  pence,  eight.. pence.,-  and  twelve  pence ;  ' 
of  a  large  size  that  is  thirty-two  Bills  to 
a  Sheet  and  of  a  Tenor  similar  to  those 
heretofore  Issued — ..." 

There  are  no  further  entries  regarding  this 
issue  in  the  minutes  through  the  year  1795.  I  was 
unable  -ta._ determine  how  many  four  pence  notes  were 
issued  pursuant  to  this  authorization,  but  I  assume 
that  it  was  some  multiple  of  thirty-two. 
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In  regard  to  your  question  as  to  other  issues 
prior  to  1800,  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  records 
for  the  years  1795-1800.  However,  the  minutes  of  the 
directors’  meetings  for  the  years  1792-1795  disclose 
the  following  information,  which  may  be  of  some  inter¬ 
est  to  you: 
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1.  At  the  meeting  held  on  June  5,  1792, 
the  bank  president  was  requested  to 
procure  "from  Philadelphia",  16  reams 
of  paper  and  plates  for  bank  notes. 

2.  The  first  entry  I  found  dealing  with  the 
issuance  of  Bills  was  dated  August  6, 

1792,  and  noted  that,  "For  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  change,  which  is.,  -much, 
wanted",  in  common  dealings,  that  there  be 
issued' small  Bills,  signed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  &  Cashier,  of  the  Denominations  of 
one  penny,  two  pence,  &  three  pence,  to 
the  amount  of  -£575  Lawful  Money,  agree¬ 
able  to  a  plan  presented  to  the  Directors — ", 

3.  Although  there  are  no  other  entries  regard¬ 
ing  the  issuance  of  money  (other  than  the 
following),  it  appears  that,  prior  to  1795 
there  were  one, -or  more  issues  of  one  dollar 
or  higher  bills,  for  an  entry  dated  June 
30,  1795,  provides,  "That  as  there  are  in 
circulation  Counterfeit  five  dollars  (sic) 
Bills  of  this .Bank,  those  of  that  denomina¬ 
tion  no  longer  issue  from  the  Bank  and 
that  there  be  a  new  Emission  of  Bank  bills 
of  the  denomination  of  2,  4,6,  &  8  dollars 
&  that  the  President- take  measures  to  ■  • 
carry  this  resolve  into  effect — ". 


I  regret  that  we  can  not  furnish  you 
with  all  the  information  you  requested,  but  I  hope 
that  this  material  will  be  of  some  help  to  you  in 
your  hobby.

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&  Company  of  New  London  and  Tracy  &  Coit  of  Norwich  were  best  known. 
No  Body  politic  subscribed,  in  contrast  to  the  proposed  Hartford  Bank 
which  would  reserve  forty  shares  for  the  state  government,  and  to  the  Union 
Bank  of  Boston  which  would  be  organized  in  June  with  twenty  per  cent 
($400,000)  of  its  capital  subscribed  by  the  state.  The  Bank  of  New  London 
and  Norwich,  then,  was  exclusively  the  product  of  private  enterprise.  Only 
one  subscriber,  George  Phillips,  was  also  to  be  interested  in  the  Hartford 
Bank. 

On  March  6th  the  adjourned  stockholders  meeting  elected  the  first  Board 
of  Directors.  At  least  seven  were  Norwich  men,  four  of  whom  had  subscribed 
to  the  maximum  of  thirty  shares  allowed  by  the  Commissioners  and  assisting 
Committee.  General  Jedediah  Huntington,  who  had  removed  from  Norwich 
to  New  London  three  years  previously,  and  at  least  three  other  New  Lon¬ 
doners  were  members. 

A  significant  portion  of  the  stock  was  subscribed  by  a  few  powerful  mer¬ 
chant  and  shipping  families.  The  Lathrops  of  Norwich,  led  by  Dr.  Joshua 
who  was  a  Director,  held  ninety  shares.  The  Coits  of  New  London  and  Nor¬ 
wich,  including  Daniel  L.  Coit,  another  Director,  bought  eighty-eight.  The 
Hallams  of  New  London  took  forty;  the  Huntingtons  of  both  cities  together 
subscribed  to  forty-eight.  The  Norwich  Perkinses  bought  forty-nine,  the 
Richards  thirty-two,  the  Saltonstalls  of  New  London  twenty-seven.  Joseph 
Howland  of  Norwich  and  William  Steward,  Directors,  owned  thirty  and  six¬ 
teen  shares  respectively,  and  Benjamin  Butler  of  New  London  twenty- 
eight.  Of  subscribers  whose  residence  is  ascertainable,  New  Londoners  took 
371  shares,  Norwich  men  329.  The  latter  owned  most  of  the  thirty  share 
holdings. 

General  Huntington  was  elected  President  at  the  first  Directors  meeting, 
which  was  held  after  adjournment  of  the  stockholders  meeting  on  the  6th. 
He  had  been  a  member  of  General  Washington’s  staff  and  Brigadier  in  the 
Revolutionary  Army,  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  State  Treasurer 
before  appointment  to  Collector  of  the  Port  at  New  London.  In  his  two  offices 
and  family  connections  he  represented  the  merchants  of  the  co-operating  cities. 
Together  their  appraised  taxable  wealth  exceeded  Hartford’s,  which  ranked 
seventh  among  the  cities  of  the  state. 

John  Hallam  of  the  New  London  merchant  firm  and  family  was  elected 
Cashier.  He  was  required  to  give  bond  "with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Directors  for  the  sum  of  forty  Thousand  Dollars,"  a  precaution  derived 
undoubtedly  from  Hamilton’s  "Constitution”  of  the  Bank  of  New  York. 

The  new  bank  was  located  in  New  London.  Its  modest  scale  of  operations, 
contrasting  with  that  of  the  Massachusetts  Bank,  was  designed  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  secondary  commercial-shipping  district  of  the  Thames  River 
Valley.  During  its  first  year  of  operations  it  was  staffed  exclusively  by  the 
Cashier  in  contrast  with  the  Massachusetts  Bank’s  initial  staff  of  five.  Hallam’s 
first  year's  salary  was  $500.  the  latter’s  cashier’s  $1,000.  Hallam  began  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  office  of  Edward  Hallam  &  Company,  at  first  on  a  part-time  basis. 
The  Massachusetts  Bank  had  opened  in  a  specially  equipped  office,  as  would 
the  Hartford  Bank.  While  the  staff  of  the  Massachusetts  Bank  received  guid¬ 
ance  by  mail  and  office  training  from  the  Bank  of  North  America,  Hallam 
applied  in  the  New  London  bank  the  mercantile  and  accounting  methods  of 
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Hallam  &  Company  in  a  manner  reminiscent  of  the  first  days  of  Robert 
Morris’  pioneer  institution. 

The  Bank  of  New  London  and  Norwich  began  operations  at  once,  as  a 
partnership  association  pending  receipt  of  a  state  charter  as  the  Bank  of  New 
York  had  done.  Hallam  received  the  first  installment  on  stock  subscriptions  on 
March  6th,  in  specie  "or  in  Notes  on  Interest  payable  the  1st  Monday  in 
June  next  according  to  a  form  prescribed.”  As  instructed  by  the  Directors 
he  loaned  the  specie  thus  received  "on  Interest  with  Security  payable  1st. 
Monday  in  June  next.”  Thus,  for  six  weeks  before  the  General  Assembly 
met  at  Hartford,  the  new  bank  engaged  in  business.  A  printed  form  for 
notes  was  in  use  on  June  5th  when  the  Directors  met  to  organize  under  the 
charter  granted  by  the  Assembly  in  May.  Interest  had  been  collected  on 
discounts,  notes,  and  loans  for  stock  subscription  instalments. 

On  May  4th,  following  the  stockholders  instructions,  the  Directors  drafted 
a  petition  to  the  General  Assembly  for  incorporation',  to  which  they  appended 
the  "Articles  of  agreement”  adopted  on  February  10th.  The  "advantages  to 
be  expected  by  the  public  in  its  Commercial,  Manufacturing  and  Agricultural 
concerns  from  the  Banking  business  are  so  obvious,”  the  petition  asserted, 
"that  it  would  be  needless  for  them  to  undertake  to  point  them  out.”  The 
subscribers  were  actuated  more  by  expectations  of  the  advantages  to  the  com¬ 
munity  accruing  from  the  proposed  charter  "than  as  individuals  immediately 
concerned  in  it.”  Whether  a  bank  in  New  London  would  be  beneficial  can 
"oniy  be  determined  by  experiment,  and  the  risque  of  loss  by  the  Experiment 
will  rest  only  on  the  Adventurers,  the  public  will  assuredly  be  benefitted  if 
the  institution  succeeds,  and  in  case  of  its  failure  cannot  be  injured.”  The  Di¬ 
rectors  petitioned  for  a  charter  because  a  "voluntary  combination  of  Indi¬ 
viduals”  was  "wanting  in  many  of  the  advantages  of  a  company  incorporated 
by  Government,”  while  "The  Capitals  of  Individuals  in  this  Country  are  gen¬ 
erally  inadequate  to  the  object  of  Banking.”  Remarkable  for  its  simplicity, 
the  petition  was  signed  by  Huntington  and  the  rest  of  the  Board. 

It  was  presented  to  the  Assembly  by  Joshua  Coit,  apparently,  who  had 
been  clerk  of  the  adjourned  stockholders’  meeting  of  March  6th  and  was  now 
junior  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  lie  held  this  paper  until  im¬ 
mediately  after  the  petition  from  the  Hartford  bank  promoters  was  presented. 
Dated  May  14th,  the  latter  was  a  more  elaborate  and  penetrating  document. 
Presented  by  John  Trumbull,  Chauncey  Goodrich,  and  Noah  Webster  in 
behalf  of  the  Hartford  subscribers,  it  argued  that  their  proposed  bank  would 
"extend  the  trade"  of  the  city,  "now  too  limited  by  the  smallness  of  mercantile 
capitals,"  enable  the  merchants  to  employ  specie  in  purchasing  "the  Produce 
brot  to  Market,”  terminate  "the  dependent  state  of  our  trade"  and  its  control 
by  merchants  of  other  states,  and  be  "especially  useful  to  our  Export  Business." 
"Governmental  Protection  and  Patronage."  they  insisted,  was  essential  to  its 
safe  and  successful  management. 

The  House  devoted  the  forenoon  of  May  18rh  to  the  "Consideration  of 
Banks"  immediately  after  prayers  and  roll  call.  The  petitions  "for  a  Bank  in 
Hartford"  and  "for  a  Bank  in  New  London"  were  approved  with  "no  objection" 
in  that  order,  "with  liberty  of  a  Bill"  for  each.  On  the  29th  the  House  con¬ 
curred  in  the  Senate  amendment  to  the  bill  to  incorporate  the  Hartford 
Bank.  On  the  30th  the  House  "passed  Bill  de  New  London  Bank,”  as  its 
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Record  of  Board  of  Directors  meeting,  Union  Bank,  March  6,  1792  when 
officers  were  chosen  and  business  begun. 
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Journal  recorded.  The  prior  incorporation  of  the  Hartford  Bank  by  the  margin 
of  a  day  was  recognized  in  the  Comma's  listing  of  important  legislation  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  session,  and  in  the  bound  manuscript  "Records"  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  as  well  as  in  successive  published  collections  of  statutes. 
The  dating  of  the  charter  of  the  Union  Bank  in  its  manuscript  "Record 
Book,  1792-1796”  at  the  heading  of  the  certified  copy  entered  there  by- 
Marvin  Wait  as  of  the  second  Tuesday,  May  1792,  refers  obviously  to  the 
opening  date  of  the  legislative  session  on  Election  Day. 

Hence,  although  the  Union  Bank  had  begun  business  on  a  limited  scale 
with  the  first  eighth  of  its  subscribed  capital,  it  was  chartered  a  day  after  the 
Hartford  Bank,  which  had  yet  to  organize  formally.  Since  prior  organization 
and  opening  for  business  establishes  the  prior  founding  of  a  bank,  rather 
than  the  act  of  incorporation  alone  which  might  not  be  implemented  for 
some  time  (as  in  New  Haven  after  the  voting  of  its  bank  charter  the  fol¬ 
lowing  October),  the  Union  Bank  was  some  months  older  as  an  institution 
than  its  Hartford  rival.  This  is  recognized  by  Bray  Hammond  in  his  chrono¬ 
logical  list  of  early  banks  in  Banks  and  Politics  in  America  from  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  to  the  Civil  War. 

The  New  London  institution  received  its  present  name  from  its  charter. 
On  June  5th  the  President  and  Directors  organized  under  it.  They  voted  to 
issue  transferable  stock  certificates  to  the  subscribers,  scheduled  semi-annual 
dividends  to  be  paid  on  the  first  Mondays  of  September  and  March  on  stock 
held  two  weeks  or  more  in  advance.  They  agreed  to  a  rent  of  $33  1  3  per 
annum  on  the  office  in  Hallam  &  Company’s  brick  building  on  the  west  side 
of  Water  Street.  The  bank  occupied  this  until  February,  1794,  when  it  moved 
to  Timothy  Green’s  new  brick  building,  its  present  site,  after  fitting  the  new 
quarters  to  suit  its  needs.  The  rent  for  this  was  to  be  what  the  Directors 
regarded  as  "just  and  reasonable.” 

Under  the  charter  "The  President  Directors  &  Company  of  the  Union 
Bank  in  New  London”  became  a  self-governing  corporation,  subject  to  stipu¬ 
lations  therein  that  were  derived  largely  from  the  "Articles  of  agreement,” 
eight  of  which  were  included.

Union  Bank  did  not  develop  formal  relations  with  them. 
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Its  directors  did  not  follow  the  example  of  the  Massachusetts  Bank,  which 
had  sent  its  first  Cashier  to  study  the  methods  of  the  Bank  of  North  America, 
and  they  lacked  the  experienced  guidance  that  Wadsworth  gave  to  the  Hart¬ 
ford  Bank.  Hallam  continued  to  develop  his  office  practices  autonomously 
but  in  harmony  with  the  mercantile  tradition.  General  Huntington  continued 
as  President  during  the  entire  early  period.  There  was  also  a  large  measure 
of  continuity  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  although  for  some  time  after  1793 
the  stockholders  made  four  members  ineligible  each  year  for  reelection.  Joshua 
Coit,  elected  in  1793,  was  obliged  to  withdraw  the  next  year  because  of 
election  to  Congress.  His  brother  Daniel  was  on  the  Board  only  during  the 
initial  years.  There  was  a  gradual  change  in  the  non-official  Directors.  During 
the  nine  years  under  consideration,  however,  Howland  and  Samuel  Wood- 
bridge  served  rhe  entire  period.  Edward  Hallam  and  his  son  George  together 
did  likewise.  Marvin  Wait,  William  Stewart,  and  Joseph  Perkins  each  served 
seven  years.  Elias  Perkins,  a  Yale  honors  graduate  and  law  student  of  Oliver 
Ellsworth’s  before  beginning  practice  in  New  London,  remained  continuously 
on  the  Board  after  1795.  So  did  Bela  Peeke  and  Simeon  Thomas. 

Formal  policy  making  began  at  the  Directors  meeting  of  June  5,  1792. 
A  resume  of  the  regulations  adopted  then  and  later  provides  a  succinct  view 
of  the  management  and  the  principles  guiding  it.  On  this  date  it  was  decided 
that  loans  were  to  be  made  for  a  maximum  period  of  sixty  days.  United 
States  bonds  were  acceptable  as  collateral  on  a  conservative  valuation,  in 
addition  to  merchandise  or  two-name  personal  paper.  Collateral  for  un¬ 
paid  loans  was  sold  after  a  three-day  grace  period  following  due  dates,  of 
which  no  notice  was  required,  and  balances  after  collection  and  expenses  of 
the  sales  were  paid  to  the  owners.  On  June  5th  President  Huntington  was 
instructed  to  secure  from  Philadelphia  "16  reams  of  paper — Paper  molds  & 
Plates  for  Bank  Notes,  to  provide  an  Office  Seal — necessary  Books  Scales  & 
Weights  &  Desk.”  The  bank  would  receive  and  pay  gold  at  the  rate  of  eighty- 
nine  cents  per  pennyweight.  The  form  in  previous  use  for  loans  and  discounts 
was  continued.  A  prescribed  power  of  attorney  for  stock  transfers  was  adopted. 
Formal  operation  under  the  charter  began  with  this  meeting,  two  months' 
before  the  Hartford  Bank  opened. 

On  August  6th  a  new  form  for  sixty-day  promissory  notes  was  adopted. 
The  Directors  ordered  that  the  money  in  the  bank  be  employed  in  discounting 
notes  for  thirty  to  sixty  days.  As  an  extension  of  the  banknote  issue  to  facili¬ 
tate  "Exchange,  which  is  much  wanted,  in  common  dealings,”  they  voted  to 
issue  "small  Bills  ...  of  the  Denominations  of  one  penny,  two  pence,  & 
three  pence,  to  the  amount  of  £575  Lawful  Money.”  The  bank  also  employed 
the  traditional  British  monetary  system  in  evaluating  United  States  bonds  for 
collateral  (initially  15  to  the  pound  of  six  per  cents  and  7/6  of  the  three 
per  cents  and  "Defcred”).  Loans  and  Discounts,  contrarywise,  were  in  Ameri¬ 
can  dollars  and  cents  after  this  date.  This  was  in  accord  with  the  currency 
system  established  by  Congress  in  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792.  For  the 
remainder  of  rhe  decade  both  the  traditional  British  currency  and  the  new 
American  decimal  currency  systems  were  in  vogue  in  eastern  Connecticut.  The 
Union  Bank  did  its  business  at  first  in  both,  but  since  its  lending  policy 
stressed  the  decimal  system,  it  was  co-operating  with  the  Hartford  Bank  in 
expediting  the  change  to  its  exclusive  use. 
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After  September  4,  1792,  banking  hours  were  from  ten  to  twelve  and  two 
to  four  six  days  a  week.  On  November  22,  1793,  the  Directors  voted  to  close 
the  Bank  on  Saturday  afternoons.  Christmas  was  a  holiday. 

The  Bank’s  bills  were  in  circulation  before  November  2,  1792,  when  the 
Cashier  was  ordered  to  deposit  $500  with  Dr.  Joshua  Lathrop  of  Norwich 
to  be  used  in  redeeming  them  for  the  convenience  of  those  requiring  this 
service  and  "for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  Credit  of  the  Notes  in  that 
Quarter.”  Specie  in  sums  of  $1000  and  $1400  was  sent  to  the  Union  Bank 
of  Boston  in  October  and  December,  1794,  to  redeem  bills  of  the  New 
London  bank  that  circulated  there.  So  consistently  did  the  latter  support  its 
bills  in  Boston  that  it  established  a  unique  reputation,  far  superior  to  that  of 
Massachusetts  country  banks  whose  notes  the  Boston  banks  at  first  had  to 
redeem  with  their  own  capital  before  sending  them  to  the  issuers  for  collec¬ 
tion.  The  draining  of  the  bills  of  the  Union  Bank  of,  New  London  to  Boston 
was  a  continuation  of  the  pre-revolutionary  commercial  situation.  The  bank’s 
bills  provided  a  circulating  medium  in  the  New  London  area. 

This  was  incidental  to  lending  and  discounting.  Issuance  of  the  bills  was 
increasingly  profitable  since  this  swelled  the  volume  of  credit  that  could  be 
extended  to  the  Thames  River  Valley  community.  A  $2  semi-annual  dividend 
was  voted  for  March,  1793,  on  stock  that  was  scarcely  fifty  per  cent  paid  up.  In 
September  the  dividend  was  raised  to  $2.50  and  in  March,  1794,  to  $3.  This 
rate  was  continued  during  1795.  First  $100,  then  $75  was  made  the  minimum 
sum  for  discounting.  On  March  3,  1794,  President  Huntington  was  voted 
$150  for  his  services  to  date.  In  September  the  Cashier’s  salary  was  increased 
to  $650.  Thrifty  management  enhanced  the  bank's  profit  position.  In  July 
the  State  Notes  of  Connecticut  had  been  accepted  as  collateral  for  discounts  at 
fifty  per  cent  of  their  value.  In  September  the  denominations  of  small  bills  issued 
to  supply  small  change  in  dealings  were  increased  to  include  one  penny,  two 
pence,  four  pence,  five  pence,  six  pence,  seven  pence,  eight  pence,  and  twelve 
pence.  Obviously,  the  coinage  produced  by  the  small  United  States  Mini  at 
Philadelphia  did  not  circulate  in  volume  in  the  area,  and  the  bank  was  bowing 
to  local  custom  in  continuing  small  bills  in  the  British  currency. 

Discounts  were  made  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  at  the  Union  Bank  to 
''Gentlemen"  who  applied  not  later  than  the  day  preceding  each  discount 
day.  A  committee  of  two  Directors,  appointed  monthly,  reported  on  the  first 
discount  day  of  each  month  "a  statement  of  the  several  sums  and  from  whom 
due,  to  the  Bank.”  Excessive  renewals,  which  had  embarrassed  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Bank's  first  years,  was  thus  avoided.  In  January,  1795.  the  Union  Bank 
began  to  collect  notes  for  customers  as  an  additional  service. 

The  popularity  of  its  bills  of  larger  denomination  was  attested  in  June  by 
the  discovery  that  its  $5  bills  were  being  counterfeited,  a  problem  that 
troubled  the  Bank  of  the  United  States.  The  Directors  attempted  to  counter¬ 
act  this  by  ceasing  to  issue  the  $5  bill  and  by  "a  new  Emission  of  Bank  bills 
of  the  denominations  of  2,  4,  5,  &  8  dollars.” 

Although  the  salary  of  the  President  was  reduced  to  $100  per  year  at  that 
time,  in  October  John  Wheat  was  hired  to  assist  on  the  two  discount  days 
at  a  salary  of  $3  a  week.  In  March,  1796,  the  Cashier’s  salary  was  increased 
ro  $800  per  annum. 
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Irs  directors  did  not  follow  the  example  of  the  Massachusetts  Bank,  which 
had  sent  irs  first  Cashier  to  study  the  methods  of  the  Bank  of  North  America, 
and  they  lacked  the  experienced  guidance  that  Wadsworth  gave  to  the  Hart¬ 
ford  Bank.  Hallam  continued  to  develop  his  office  practices  autonomously 
but  in  harmony  with  the  mercantile  tradition.  General  Huntington  continued 
as  President  during  the  entire  early  period.  There  was  also  a  large  measure 
of  continuity  on  the  Board  of  Directors,  although  for  some  time  after  1793 
the  stockholders  made  four  members  ineligible  each  year  for  reelection.  Joshua 
Coit,  elecced  in  1793,  was  obliged  to  withdraw  the  next  year  because  of 
election  to  Congress.  His  brother  Daniel  was  on  the  Board  only  during  the 
initial  years.  There  was  a  gradual  change  in  the  non-official  Directors.  During 
the  nine  years  under  consideration,  however,  Howland  and  Samuel  Wood- 
bridge  served  rhe  entire  period.  Edward  Hallam  and  his  son  George  together 
did  likewise.  Marvin  Wait,  William  Stewart,  and  Joseph  Perkins  each  served 
seven  years.  Elias  Perkins,  a  Yale  honors  graduate  and  law  student  of  Oliver 
Ellsworth’s  before  beginning  practice  in  New  London,  remained  continuously 
on  the  Board  after  1795.  So  did  Bela  Peeke  and  Simeon  Thomas. 

Formal  policy  making  began  at  the  Directors  meeting  of  June  5,  1792. 
A  resume  of  the  regulations  adopted  then  and  later  provides  a  succinct  view 
of  the  management  and  the  principles  guiding  it.  On  this  date  it  was  decided 
that  loans  were  to  be  made  for  a  maximum  period  of  sixty  days.  United 
States  bonds  were  acceptable  as  collateral  on  a  conservative  valuation,  in 
addition  to  merchandise  or  two-name  personal  paper.  Collateral  for  un¬ 
paid  loans  was  sold  after  a  three-day  grace  period  following  due  dates,  of 
which  no  notice  was  required,  and  balances  after  collection  and  expenses  of 
the  sales  were  paid  to  the  owners.  On  June  5th  President  Huntington  was 
instructed  to  secure  from  Philadelphia  "16  reams  of  paper — Paper  molds  & 
Plates  for  Bank  Notes,  to  provide  an  Office  Seal — necessary  Books  Scales  & 
Weights  Sc  Desk.”  The  bank  would  receive  and  pay  gold  at  the  rate  of  eighty- 
nine  cents  per  pennyweight.  The  form  in  previous  use  for  loans  and  discounts 
was  continued.  A  prescribed  power  of  attorney  for  stock  transfers  was  adopted. 
Formal  operation  under  the  charter  began  with  this  meeting,  two  months' 
before  the  Hartford  Bank  opened. 

On  August  6th  a  new  form  for  sixty-day  promissory  notes  was  adopted. 
The  Directors  ordered  that  the  money  in  the  bank  be  employed  in  discounting 
notes  for  thirty  to  sixty  days.  As  an  extension  of  the  banknote  issue  to  facili¬ 
tate  "Exchange,  which  is  much  wanted,  in  common  dealings,”  they  voted  to 
issue  "small  Bills  ...  of  the  Denominations  of  one  penny,  two  pence,  & 
three  pence,  to  the  amount  of  £575  Lawful  Money.”  The  bank  also  employed 
the  traditional  British  monetary  system  in  evaluating  United  States  bonds  for 
collateral  (initially  15  to  the  pound  of  six  per  cents  and  7/6  of  the  three 
per  cents  and  "Defcred").  Loans  and  Discounts,  contrarywise,  were  in  Ameri¬ 
can  dollars  and  cents  after  this  date.  This  was  in  accord  with  the  currency 
system  established  by  Congress  in  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792.  For  the 
remainder  of  rhe  decade  both  the  traditional  British  currency  and  the  new 
American  decimal  currency  systems  were  in  vogue  in  eastern  Connecticut.  The 
Union  Bank  did  its  business  at  first  in  both,  but  since  its  lending  policy 
stressed  the  decimal  system,  it  was  co-operating  with  the  Hartford  Bank  in 
expediting  the  change  to  its  exclusive  use.

dividuals  and  families.  The  greater  profitability  of  neutral  trade  during  the 
War  of  the  French  Revolution  explains  the  decline  in  the  value  of  the  bank’s 
stock  to  80  or  less,  at  which  price  Congressman  Coit  and  other  non-speculative 
investors  purchased  additional  shares.  In  March,  1796,  the  Coits  owned  100 
shares,  the  Hallams  104,  the  Lathrops  107.  These  families  were  inter-related 
by  marriage,  and  together  constituted  a  powerful  element  in  the  management. 
Joseph  Howland  had  increased  his  holding  to  47,  the  Perkinses  to  67,  the 
Saltonstalls  to  31,  the  Huntingtons  to  38,  Samuel  Woodbridge  to  16,  and 
Stewart  to  20.  Together  these  nine  families  and  individuals  owned  525  shares, 
a  clear  majority.  Among  other  influential  New  Londoners  Charles  Bulkeley 
held  12,  William  Hubbard  28,  and  Elisha  and  John  Hinman  25  shares. 
Although  the  French  emigre,  the  Comte  de  Montarand,  had  purchased  53 
shares  as  an  investment,  he  was  the  only  identifiable  non-Connecticut  person 
among  the  stockholders.  Into  the  ruling  coterie  such  young  men  as  Elias 
Perkins,  Bela  Peeke,  and  Simeon  Thomas  were  drawn,  although  they  owned 
but  a  few  shares. 

At  this  time  some  Norwich  merchants  organized  to  secure  a  bank  of  their 
own.  Congressman  Coit  and  other  shareholders  of  the  Union  Bank  opposed 
this.  At  a  special  stockholders  meeting  minority  proposals  to  establish  a 
branch  at  Norwich  or  to  invite  the  subscribers  to  the  proposed  bank  there 
to  subscribe  in  addition  to  the  stock  of  the  Union  Bank  were  rejected.  Joshua 
Coit  did  not  believe  that  there  was  sufficient  business  for  rival  banks  in  the 
two  cities  "on  terms  either  beneficial  to  themselves  or  the  public,”  and  urged 
that  New  Londoners  refuse  aid  to  the  new  project  because  of  the  need  to 
restrain  the  unprecedented  "Speculation”  stimulated  by  the  European  War. 

Notwithstanding,  the  General  Assembly  chartered  the  Norwich  Bank  that 
spring  with  an  authorized  capital  of  $75,000  to  $200,000.  Thereafter  the  rival 
banks  competed  in  discounting  and  note  issues.  The  Norwich  Bank  had  re¬ 
sulted  from  the  growing  interest  in  local  banking  which  in  Massachusetts 
had  produced  banks  on  Nantucket  and  at  Newburyport,  and  projects  for 
others  at  Cape  Ann  and  Worcester. 

Such  Massachusetts  country  banks  did  not  provide  consistently  for  the 
redemption  of  their  bills  in  Boston.  Therefore,  the  three  Boston  banks  de¬ 
cided  in  concert  to  decline  to  receive  any  outside  bills  except  those  issued 
by  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  after  May  1,  1796. 

David  Green  of  the  Union  Bank  of  Boston  informed  General  Huntington 
and  Joseph  Howland  regretfully  of  this  action.  He  observed,  "If  other  Banks 
had  been  as  attentive  to  redeem  their  bills,  as  yours  has  been,  this  regulation 
would  not  have  been  necessary.  The  Board  was  very  desirous  of  making  an 
exception  in  favor  of  the  Bank  of  New  London,  but  it  was  found  imprac¬ 
ticable.”  The  Union  Bank  of  Boston  wished  to  continue  their  "friendly  inter¬ 
course.”  Green  suggested  that  a  regular  deposit  in  the  name  of  its  Cashier 
be  maintained  in  his  bank  by  the  Union  Bank  of  New  London.  He  would 
be  willing  as  its  agent  to  redeem  its  bills  with  checks  drawn  upon  this  for 
the  convenience  of  Connecticut  traders.  The  Directors  of  the  New  London 
bank  accepted  this  proposal.  They  appointed  him  their  agent  for  the  purpose. 
The  arrangement  enabled  Green  to  deposit  their  bills  in  the  Union  Bank  of 
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Boston.  These  John  Hallam  redeemed.  This  combination  of  continuous  re¬ 
demption  and  semi-official  sponsorship  by  Boston’s  largest  bank  of  its  bills 
gave  the  Union  Bank  of  New  London  a  unique  position  as  an  "outside”  bank 
at  "The  Hub,”  the  financial  capital  of  New  England. 

This  innovation  in  correspondent  banking,  while  attesting  to  the  Union 
Bank  of  New  London's  excellent  management  and  reputation,  foreshadowed 
the  Suffolk  Bank  which,  a  generation  later,  enforced  specie  redemption  of 
the  bills  of  Massachusetts  country  banks,  thereby  maintaining  all  state  bank 
bills  at  par. 

Opening  of  the  Norwich  Bank  did  not  impair  the  profits  of  the  Union 
Bank  of  New  London,  despite  its  stockholders'  apprehensions.  In  August  the 
latter's  Directors  raised  the  semi-annual  dividend  to  $3.50  and  continued  this 
the  following  March.  Seven  dollars  per  annum  on  stock  of  which  two-eighths 
yet  remained  to  be  paid  in  was  profitable  indeed.  Careful  banking  continued. 
The  Directors  required  that  the  partner  of  any  firm  signing  or  indorsing  notes 
for  discount  individually  "sign  an  acknowledgment  of  the  Company  &  trans¬ 
mitt”  this  to  the  Cashier. 

Friendly  relations  were  established  in  1797  with  the  Norwich  Bank.  A 
committee  composed  of  President  Huntington,  Howland,  and  Stewart  ne¬ 
gotiated  a  six  months’  agreement  with  it  whereby  each  bank  lent  the  other 
"every  friendly  aid  consistent  with  their  respective  Interests.”  Each  received 
the  other’s  paper  in  payment.  They  presented  each  other’s  bills  for  redemp¬ 
tion  only  after  five  days’  previous  notice  in  amounts  of  $1000  or  more,  ex¬ 
changing  these  for  bills  of  their  own  issue  in  similar  amount  (or  in  Ies'er 
amounts  plus  specie  or  sixty  days’  notes  plus  discount).  Although  the  records 
do  not  so  indicate,  this  arrangement  was  probably  continued  by  verbal  agree¬ 
ment  after  January  1, 1798. 

Increased  French  spoliations  resulting  from  resentment  provoked  by  ne¬ 
gotiation  of  Jay’s  Treaty  decreased  banking  profits.  The  semi-annual  dividend 
rate  was  reduced  in  September,  1797,  to  $3.25  and  continued  there  until 
March,  1799,  during  the  Naval  War  with  France.  Careful  management  con¬ 
tinued  during  that  period.  The  yellow'  fever  epidemic  of  August-September, 
1798,  obliged  the  bank  to  remove  its  office  temporarily  to  John  Prentice's 
house  on  the  city’s  outskirts  for  five  weeks.  In  June,  1799,  a  full-time  clerk 
was  employed  at  $300  per  annum.  The  semi-annual  September  dividend  was 
increased  to  $3.50,  and  remained  at  that  figure  until  March,  1801.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  five  per  cent  damages  on  "inland  protested  bills”  provided  addi¬ 
tional  income. 

When  John  Hallam,  the  efficient  Cashier,  died  in  early  May,  1800,  the 
Directors  elected  his  brother  Robert  as  his  successor.  Marvin  Wait  and  James 
Tilley  examined  the  condition  of  the  bank  so  that  "its  Cash,  Paper,  &  accounts 
may  regularly  pass  over  into  the  hands  of  the  new  Cashier,”  and  reported 
that  it  found  "the  State  of  the  bank  .  .  .  entirely  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee.”  Robert  Hallam’s  signature  was  sent  to  the  New  York  branch 
of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  to  authenticate  his  dealings  there. 

On  June  5th  the  Directors  ineligible  for  re-election  were  reduced  to  two 
"for  the  Time  being”  by  the  stockholders.  This  evinced  satisfaction  with  the 
management  and  a  desire  for  greater  continuity  on  the  Board.  Only  four 
original  Directors  remained.

The  Directors  of  the  New  London 
bank  accepted  this  proposal.  They  appointed  him  their  agent  for  the  purpose. 
The  arrangement  enabled  Green  to  deposit  their  bills  in  the  Union  Bank  of 
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Boston.  These  John  Hallam  redeemed.  This  combination  of  continuous  re¬ 
demption  and  semi-official  sponsorship  by  Boston's  largest  bank  of  its  bills 
gave  the  Union  Bank  of  New  London  a  unique  position  as  an  "outside”  bank 
at  "The  Hub,”  the  financial  capital  of  New  England. 

This  innovation  in  correspondent  banking,  while  attesting  to  the  Union 
Bank  of  New  London's  excellent  management  and  reputation,  foreshadowed 
the  Suffolk  Bank  which,  a  generation  later,  enforced  specie  redemption  of 
the  bills  of  Massachusetts  country  banks,  thereby  maintaining  all  state  bank 
bills  at  par. 

Opening  of  the  Norwich  Bank  did  not  impair  the  profits  of  the  Union 
Bank  of  New  London,  despite  its  stockholders'  apprehensions.  In  August  the 
latter's  Directors  raised  the  semi-annual  dividend  to  $3.50  and  continued  this 
the  following  March.  Seven  dollars  per  annum  on  stock  of  which  two-eighths 
yet  remained  to  be  paid  in  was  profitable  indeed.  Careful  banking  continued. 
The  Directors  required  that  the  partner  of  any  firm  signing  or  indorsing  notes 
for  discount  individually  "sign  an  acknowledgment  of  the  Company  &  trans¬ 
mitt”  this  to  the  Cashier. 

Friendly  relations  were  established  in  1797  with  the  Norwich  Bank.  A 
committee  composed  of  President  Huntington,  Howland,  and  Stewart  ne¬ 
gotiated  a  six  months’  agreement  with  it  whereby  each  bank  lent  the  other 
"every  friendly  aid  consistent  with  their  respective  Interests."  Each  received 
the  other’s  paper  in  payment.  They  presented  each  other's  bills  for  redemp¬ 
tion  only  after  five  days’  previous  notice  in  amounts  of  $1000  or  more,  ex¬ 
changing  these  for  bills  of  their  own  issue  in  similar  amount  (or  in  lesser 
amounts  plus  specie  or  sixty  days’  notes  plus  discount).  Although  the  records 
do  not  so  indicate,  this  arrangement  was  probably  continued  by  verbal  agree¬ 
ment  after  January  1, 1798. 

Increased  French  spoliations  resulting  from  resentment  provoked  by  ne¬ 
gotiation  of  Jay’s  Treaty  decreased  banking  profits.  The  semi-annual  dividend 
rate  was  reduced  in  September,  1797,  to  $3.25  and  continued  there  until 
March,  1799,  during  the  Naval  War  with  France.  Careful  management  con¬ 
tinued  during  that  period.  The  yellow'  fever  epidemic  of  August-September, 
1798,  obliged  the  bank  to  remove  its  office  temporarily  to  John  Prentice's 
house  on  the  city’s  outskirts  for  five  weeks.  In  June,  1799,  a  full-time  clerk 
was  employed  at  $300  per  annum.  The  semi-annual  September  dividend  was 
increased  to  $3.50,  and  remained  at  that  figure  until  March,  1801.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  five  per  cent  damages  on  "inland  protested  bills"  provided  addi¬ 
tional  income. 

When  John  Hallam,  the  efficient  Cashier,  died  in  early  May,  1800,  the 
Directors  elected  his  brother  Robert  as  his  successor.  Marvin  Wait  and  James 
Tilley  examined  the  condition  of  the  bank  so  that  "its  Cash,  Paper,  &  accounts 
may  regularly  pass  over  into  the  hands  of  the  new  Cashier,”  and  reported 
that  it  found  "the  State  of  the  bank  .  .  .  entirely  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee.”  Robert  Hallam’s  signature  was  sent  to  the  New  York  branch 
of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  to  authenticate  his  dealings  there. 

On  June  5th  the  Directors  ineligible  for  re-election  were  reduced  to  two 
"for  the  Time  being”  by  the  stockholders.  This  evinced  satisfaction  with  the 
management  and  a  desire  for  greater  continuity  on  the  Board.  Only  four 
original  Directors  remained. 
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United  States  Senator  Uriah  Tracy 's.presence  on  the  Board  for  a  third  year 
and  Elias  Perkins’s  membership,  while  Speaker  of  the  Connecticut  House  of 
Representatives  and  a  Congressional  nominee,  might  have  suggested  that  the 
Union  Bank  was  heavily  involved  in  Federalist  Party  politics.  This  was  not 
the  fact.  Until  that  time  there  had  been  no  opposition  party  in  Connecticut. 
Yet,  since  the  New  London  commercial  community  was  preponderantly 
Federalist,  it  was  advantageous  to  the  bank  to  have  its  political  orthodoxy 
established  by  the  directorships  of  two  such  influential  Federalist  Party 
leaders. 

Far  from  being  influenced  by  the  panic  that  afflicted  many  New  England 
Federalists  at  the  prospect  of  Jefferson’s  inauguration,  the  Directors  calmly 
raised  their  semi-annual  March,  1801,  dividend  to  $4.  They  kept  it  at  this 
figure  for  some  years.  The  Republican  Party’s  national  victory  left  the  bank 
undisturbed  in  its  prosperous  position  as  the  only  bank  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Thames  River.  Its  success  during  the  years  since  its  founding  had  been  due 
entirely  to  non-political  factors.  Among  these  were  a  consistent  adherence  to 
commercial  banking,  non-involvemenc  in  the  great  speculations  of  the  decade, 
insistence  upon  adequate  collateral,  close  supervision  by  the  Directors,  regu¬ 
lar  redemption  of  its  bills,  and  thrifty,  efficient  office  management.  Firmly 
committed  to  sound  banking,  the  Union  Bank  of  New  London  established  a 
tradition  for  itself  that  has  contributed  significantly  to  its  survival  in  the 
twentieth  century  as  the  nation’s  fourth  oldest  bank.

Note  discounted  at  Union  Bank,  June  5, 1792, 
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Cherry  or  Mahogany?

Much  of  the  furniture  which  was  made  in  Connecticut  in  the  late  1700’s 
and  the  early  1800’s,  including  many  of  the  best  pieces,  was  made  of  cherry. 

It  will  surprise  many  to  learn  that  a  considerable  quantity,  and  perhaps  most, 
of  this  wood  was  brought  in  from  New  York  State.  Shipping  records  show 
that  the  sailing  vessels  which  traded  between  the  Connecticut  River  and 
Hudson  River  ports  often  brought  cherry  lumber  as  their  return  cargo.  In 
the  Connecticut  Courant  we  find  an  advertisement  of  a  sloop  which  had 
arrived  from  Albany  with  a  cargo  of  "wide  cherry  boards  suitable  for  table 
tops.”  Middletown,  which  was  then  the  leading  port  for  Connecticut  River 
shipping,  was  the  distribution  center  for  many  of  these  cargoes. 

Mahogany  was  available  and  was  used  to  some  extent  by  the  cabinetmakers 
of  Connecticut  and  almost  exclusively  by  those  of  Rhode  Island,  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  New  York. 

It  is  interesting  to  try  to  decide  the  cause  of  this  choice  of  material.  Cherry 
was  easier  to  work  but  that  would  not  account  for  its  general  use.  It  is  a 
reasonable  assumption  that  cherry  was  attractive  to  the  Connecticut  Yankee 
because  it  was  cheaper  than  mahogany.

In  studying  this  subject,  we  find  that  the  English  cabinetmaker  did  not 
appreciate  too  much  the  beauty  of  mahogany,  except  in  the  case  of  the  crotch 
grain,  and  when  a  piece  of  furniture  was  completed,  he  gave  it  a  dark  stain 
to  make  it  of  a  uniform  color  before  applying  the  final  finish.

After  checking  them,  and  going 
over  the  new  section,  I  have  a  few  questions:  I  assume  that  you've  done  the  arithmetic 
on  the  1748  issue  so  that  the  §  of  notes  printed  equals  the  total  amount  issued,  and  that 
no  other  varieties  might  exist.

After  checking  them,  and  going 
over  the  new  section,  I  have  a  few  questions:  I  assume  that  you've  done  the  arithmetic 
on  the  1748  issue  so  that  the  #  of  notes  printed  equals  the  total  amount  issued,  and  that 
no  other  varieties  might  exist.  I  haven't  done  this,  but,  if  you  haven't,  it  should  be 
done.  You  evidently  did  it  on  the  1754  issue,  and  come  up  with  a  shortage  of  L35O. 

Since  there  are  now  3  varieties  of  the  4d  and  ISh,  isn't  it  logical  to  assume  that  there 
might  be  another  variety  of  the  8d  note?  It  would  take  10,500  8d  notes  to  make  up  the 
difference.  Or  even  a  6d  note  (l4,000)  or  2^-Sh  (2800)?  Of  course  these  are  only 
speculations,  but,  what  do  you  think  of  them?  Or,  can  you  explain  it  any  other  way? 

Under  5A/58,  you  mentioned  that  they  were  issued  in  1757  and  1758*  Don’t  you  mean 
1758  and  1759*  %  note  was  issued  4/13/59*  In  1771>  I  find  the  strengthening  not 

only  on  the  House,  but,  on  all  of  the  six  lowest  denominations.  I'll  send  you 
samples  of  them  as  soon  as  I  can  get  them  together.  In  1776,  you  didn't  mention  the 
error  in  the  date  on  the  $§■  Hunter,  and  the  $2-§-  Liberty  Cap  motto  is  LIBERTAS  & 

NATALE  SOLUM  (whatever  that  means).  N.C.  Dept  of  Archives  &  History  has  a  hole  cancelled 
5/10/80  $500.  T  not  boxed  #  1070.  I  still  think  that  the  $7500.  note  should  be  in 
even  though  it  is  a  soldier's  bounty.  It  is  made  payable  to  bearer  and  with  printed  denom. 
and  was  passed  by  an  act  of  assembly.  I  think  that  it's  in  the  same  category  as  many  other 
colonial  notes  that  were  issued  for  special  purposes,  such  as  1712-13  NC,  Va  for  clothing

Prior  to  the  publication  in  1967  of  the  first  edition  of  Early  Paper  Money  of  America, 
the  collectors  of  these  notes  were  few,  and  so  were  the  dealers  who  handled  them.  The 
few  serious  collectors  were  only  those  who  had  the  time  and  facilities  to  do  their  own 
research.  For  this  reason  some  collectors  confined  their  collections  to  the  notes  of  their 
own  area  where  archival  material  was  available.  Dealers  priced  their  notes  primarily  on  ih 
their  own  experience  of  supply,  demand  and  availability.  At  the  sixth  annual  convention

the  name  of  the  former  owner  of  this  collection  was  not  published,  it  was  thought  to  be 
that  of  the  late  Oscar  Schilke.  This  important  sale  gave  the  dealers  and  collectors  a  reas¬ 
onable  basis  as  to  what  most  prices  should  be.  Still,  some  very  rare  notes  sold  for  bargain 
prices  simply  because  of  lack  of  interest  in  some  areas.  The  publication  of  the  first 
edition  of  Early  Paper  Money  of  America  gave  us  the  first  comprehensive  book  in  this 
field,  and  the  pricing  was  determined  by  using  a  combination  of  the  prices  realized  in  this 
sale  and  the  experience  of  major  dealers  in  this  material.  In  1969  Ben  Douglas  and  the  late 
Tom  Warfield,  sold  at  public  auction,  the  Otto  C.  Budde  collection.  The  prices  realized 
in  this  sale  bore  out  the  validity  of  the  pricing  in  the  book  in  most  areas,  and  became  the

old  established  records  from  archives,  etc.  For  instance,  the  records  show  that  N.C. 
issued  8  different  denominations  according  to  the  act  of  12/5/1768*  Cta©  of  these 
denominations,  the  30  shilling  note,  to  this  date  has  never  been  seen.  At  this  point  we 
dont  know  whether  the  records  are  in  error  and  it  was  never  printed,  or  that  such  a  small 
quantity  were  printed  that  so  far,  no  survivors  have  been 

found.  Other  speculations:  The  printing  of  that  particular  denomination  was  a  so  bad 
that  they  were  all  destroyed;  The  entire  amount  printed  was  used  for  one  purpose,  and 
they  may  still  be  gathering  dust  in  some  remote  corner  of  some  old  state  office,  that 
will  some  day  be  discovered  (  a  numismatists  dream).  But,  whatevr  the  reason,  should  one 
be  discovered,  and  put  on  the  market,  it  will  certainly  bring  a  fantastic  price. 

This  field  of  collecting  is  fascinating  for  many  resaons.  They  are  actually  bits  and 
pieces  of  history  actually  held  in  our  hands,  each  one  having  been  hand  number d  and 
Kah  hand  signed  by  people  of  that  period,  many  of  whom  were  destined  for  greater  fame. 

Some  signed  the  D  of  I.  others  were  members  of  the  Continental  Congress,  signers  of  the 
Articles  of  Confederation,  the  U.S.  Constitution,  etc.,  etc.  Still  others  became 
Governors,  and  holders  of  other  high  offices.  And  the  printers— Benjamin  Franklin, 

Paul  Revere,  Peter  Zenger  (of  Freedom  of  the  Press  fame),  Nathaniel  Hurd,  the  Greens  of 
Maryland,  etc.  And  the  tamyfc  beauty  of  some  of  these  notes,  such  as  the  2/8/1779  issue 
of  South  Carolina  with  the  beautiful  engravings  of  Thomas  Coram,  the  colorful  Georgia 
vignettes,  the  13  and  16  notes  of  the  3/25/1776  issue  of  N.J.,  ad  infinitum. 

Also,  this  is  not  a  cut  and  dried  field,  where  it’s  Just  a  question  of  filling  holes. 

New  discoveries  are  being  made  constantly.  For  instance,  shortly  prior  to  the  publication 
of  the  1st  edition  of  EPMA,  the  Florida  note  came  to  light.

Printed  in  deep  orange-red,  from  an 
engraved  copper  plate,  in  lettering  or  typical  British  1760-80’s  style,  using  the  long  s;  on  18th  century  laid 
paper  of  the  same  general  type  found  on  many  other  Colonial  notes  of  the  period — this  paper  most  probably 
from  H.M.  Company  of  Stationers  in  London,  though  the  note  is  too  small  and/or  from  the  wrong  part  of  the 
sheet  to  show  the  watermark,  which  was  crowned  Royal  arms  in  garter.  Unused,  faint  corner  fold,  paper 
somewhat  aged.  The  identical  note  pictured  in  Newman,  Early- Paper  Money  of  America,  P.  85.  To  our 
knowledge,  UNIQUE  no  duplicate  reported  from  this  subject  plate.  The  only  other  similar  note  ever  reported 
(Harley  Freeman  collection)  is  printed  from  a  different  subject  plate  (differing  in  border  elements  and  layout 
of  text)  in  very  dark  greenish  brown;  Newman  has  theorized  that  these  two  notes  were  issued  for  the  same 
firm  and  probably  at  the  same  time,  to  represent  two  different  denominations.  Though  nothing  definite  is 
known  about  this  issue,  Harley  Freeman  (the  ranking  expert  on  Florida  notes)  has  conjectured  that  these  may 
have  been  made  on  behalf  of  Panton  &  Leslie,  Royal  fiscal  agents  under  George  III  during  the  entire  British 
occupation  of  Florida  (1763-83),  with  branches  in  many  cities  of  which  Pensacola  was  one,  and  continuing 
in  business  during  the  Spanish  rule.  The  importance  of  this  unique  item,  the  only  piece  of  Colonial 
Americana  attributable  with  certainty  to  Florida  (aside  from  a  couple  of  rare  proclamation  medals  made 
in  1760  and  1789)  is  impossible  to  overestimate.

AN  EXTRAORDINARY 

SPECIALIZED  COLLECTION  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA  NOTES 
Until  the  present  collection  came  to  light  a  few'  months  ago,  our  knowledge  of  the  notes  of 
this  colony  remained  in  its  infancy.  In  particular,  the  existence  of  notes  of  certain  denominations 
of  1748,  and  of  any  notes  whatever  for  issues  dated  between  1756  and  1759,  was  unconfirmed; 
Newman  listed  these  notes  only  on  the  basis  of  available  public  records  that  the}’  had  been  issued. 
For  the  1756-59  issues,  not  even  the  dates  on  the  notes  were  known,  let  alone  the  inscriptions  or 
designs.  The  notes  herein  offered  forced  a  major  rewriting  of  the  North  Carolina  chapter  in  the 
Newman  book  (as  of  this  writing,  we  have  seen  part  of  the  ms.  only;  it  is  reportedly  being  made 
ready  for  press),  and  so  far  as  we  know'  they  are  not  only  unpublished,  they  are  unique  or  nearly 
unique,  though  poor  duplicates  of  a  few  are  reported.

Fair,  ptg.  vivid,  edges  and  corners  chipped,  part  of  indent  intact,  serial  number  gone  as  is  part  of  4  and  all 
of  8  of  date.  All  four  signatures  (the  same  four  listed  by  Newman)  can  be  read  though  all  are  faint,  especially 
Starkey’s;  Swann's  is  clearest.

Of  the  four 
signers  of  this  issue,  we  have  already  met  with  Richard  Caswell;  John  Rutherford  is  believed  to  be  the  former 
Receiver  General  who  was  suspended  from  office  because  of  the  1757  James  Murray  Promissory  Notes  affair 
(Newman,  l/2p.  224);  John  Harvey  was  presiding  officer,  First  Provincial  Congress  (1774).  Unpriced  above 
Fine;  very  far  above  average,  and  we  have  heard  of  only  two  Uncs.  (Photo)  ($150. -up) 

286  2  Shillings  6  Pence.  Duck  (or  swan?),  No.  3338  of  only  16,000  printed.  Very  Fine  to  Ex.  Fine,  bright,  vivid, 

clean;  bottom  margin  close;  one  tiny  pin  hole;  crisp  except  for  one  light  center  fold.  The  ink  colors  are  vivid 
enough  so  that  for  the  first  time  we  can  form  some  idea  of  the  original  intention,  which  was  to  have  one 
purple  (Rutherford,  upper  left),  one  brown  (Harvey,  upper  right),  one  blue  (Caswell,  lower  left,  somewhat 
pale)  and  one  red  (DeRosset,  lower  right).  Apparently  the  signers  alternated  in  some  prescribed  way  but  we 
do  not  precisely  know  what  was  the  rule.

Fine  bright,  vivid,  clean,  left  margin  irregular,  one 
tiny  pin  hole.  Exceptional  quality;  unpriced  above  Fine,  and  we  have  seen  only  one  at  auction  even  slightly 
finer — lot  389,  Stiles-Fitzgerald,  which  opened  at  $200  and  was  bid  up  to  $320  on  the  floor.

adequate  to  good  margins;  crisp  aside  from  light  center  and  corner  folds,  one  tiny  pin  hole.  Close  match  for 
Stiles-Fitzgerald  lot  391,  tied  for  second  finest  we  have  heard  of.  (Photo)  ($150.-200.) 

290  One  Pound,  No.  4854.  Seal.  Nearly  EF,  bright,  clean,  vivid  (sigs.  less  so),  margins  irregular  and  partly  close. 

Stamped  I.  ASHE  on  back  (John  Ashe?)  as  often  on  noted.  Best  of  these  we’ve  seen,  finer  that  Stiles- 
Fitzgerald  lot  392.  Budde’s  was  repaired,  others  seen  have  been  in  low  grades.  (Photo)  ($200.-300.) 

I.  Ashe  (printed)  or  Montfort  (written)  found  on  reverse  of  all  notes  of  LI  denomination  and  up — as  countersigners?  Evidently.

Tiny 
marginal  pin  hole.  To  date  we  have  seen  only  one  other  that  comes  anywhere  near  (Stiles-Fitzgerald  lot  394, 
EF);  unequalled,  a  remarkably  beautiful  example.

THE  EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  HILLSBOROUGH  PROVINCIAL  CONGRESS  ISSUE 
Notes  of  this  issue  were  priced  by  mistake  in  Newman— they  should  have  remained  unpriced 
(and  probably  will  be  in  the  forthcoming  revision).  All  are  of  extraordinary  rarity;  fewer  than  a  half 
dozen  survivors  are  known  of  any  denomination,  all  poorly  preserved  (even  the  one  pictured  in  Newman 
has  pieces  flaked  off).  J.W.  Scott  (1894)  had  never  seen  the  two  fractional  denominations;  we  have  never 
met  with  the  $1/2,  $1  or  $2.  In  many  years  of  specialized  collecting  in  this  series,  attending  most  of  the 
major  conventions,  buying,  selling,  swapping,  attending  auctions,  reading  dealers’  lists,  etc.,  our 
consignor  was  never  able  to  locate  specimens  of  any  of  the  other  denominations,  nor  finer  specimens  of 
the  four  here  offered;  and  the  Quarter  Dollar  is  the  only  one  he — or  we — ever  saw.  Collectors  are 
advised  to  delete  the  prices  in  their  copy  of  Newman  as  irrelevant  and  misleading.  Any  specimen  of  this 
issue  is  to  be  prized  as  an  extreme  rarity  as  well  as  for  its  illustrious  signers  and  its  Masonic  or 
Revolutionary  vignettes,  unlike  any  elsewhere  found.  It  is  with  the  utmost  pride  that  we  offer  these  notes, 
without  apology  for  their  condition. 


POSSIBLY  UNIQUE 

One  Quarter  of  a  Dollar.  No.  3735  of  only  4,000  printed.  Elaborate  antique  key,  handle  of  trefoil  shape  (believed 
to  have  Masonic  significance  like  the  vignettes  on  most  other  denominations  of  this  issue).  As  always  on  this 
issue,  sgd.  Andrew  Knox  (Secretary,  First  Provincial  Congress),  Richard  Cogdill  (member,  First  Provincial 
Congress  and  Committee  of  Safety,  representing  New  Berne  district),  Richard  Caswell  (Governor,  mentioned 
above,  1768),  and  Samuel  Johnston  (member  of  all  four  Provincial  Congresses  and  president  of  Second  and 
Third,  Colonial  Treasurer,  member  Committee  of  Safety,  District  Paymaster,  Member  of  Continental 
Congress,  member  of  State  Senate,  Governor  1781-88,  President  of  N.  C.  Conventions  1788  the  first  of  which 
refused  to  ratify  the  U.S.  Constitution,  the  second  of  which  did  ratify;  U.  S.  Senator  beginning  1799).  Bright, 
fairly  clean,  split  halves  joined  and  backed  on  cardboard,  fragments  missing  from  edges  (affecting  ONE  Q  in 
indent  and  parts  of  three  signatures),  these  fragments  replaced  with  pieces  of  other  old  banknotes;  number  and 
sigs.  strengthened.  However,  so  rare  that  the  formal  grade  is  irrelevant;  first  and  only  one  we  have  seen  or 
heard  of,  without  auction  record.  Unknown  to  J.W.  Scott.  Probably  unique.  (Photo)  ($500. -up) 

Four  Dollars,  No.  1421  of  only  4,000  printed.  Masonic  emblems  between  the  pillars  Boazand  Jachin,  above  the 
tessellated  pavement.  (AERA)  OF  MASONRY  5775.  Same  four  signers.  Printed  on  thin  laid  paper,  no 
watermark  visible;  number  and  Cogdill’s  sig.  in  red.  Pinned  split  halves  with  fragments  missing  from  edges, 
unpinned,  joined,  and  reinforced  with  various  types  of  old  paper  and  transparent  tape,  part  of  indent  gone,  word 
AERA  mistakenly  replaced  by  EMBLEMS,  very  ends  of  text  (four  lines)  restored,  parts  of  Caswell’s  and  Knox’s 
sigs.  gone,  paper  much  aged;  one  endorsement  on  reverse.  The  only  one  w  e  have  seen;  from  a  New  Netherlands 
“Numisma”  offering  twenty  years  ago,  subsequently  repaired.  Of  the  highest  rarity,  though  apparently  at  least 
one  other  must  exist  to  account  for  the  Newman  description.  (Photo)  ($500. -up) 

Eight  Dollars,  No.  1594  of  only  4,000  printed.  Britannia  stabbing  herself,  her  spear  flung  away,  INFELIX 
BRITANNIA  -  “Wretched  Britain!”  Bright,  clean,  paper  aged,  but  everything  intact  (the  minor  fragments 
out  of  r.  edge  not  affecting  any  lettering),  therefore  would  grade  Good  or  better,  except  that  trimming  away  of  a 
frayed  bottom  border  has  affected  lower  edge  of  vignette.  One  endorsement  on  back.  Sam.  Johnston’s  sig. 
fading,  others  clear.  By  a  small  margin  the  best  of  only  three  seen,  the  other  two  respectively  No.  668,  offered  in 
“Numisma”  twenty  years  ago,  and  an  “85%  remnant”  (therefore  much  worse  than  this)  in  the  H.R.  sale  of  May 
1974,  lot  589.  In  all  probability,  had  the  British  authorities  encountered  any  of  these  $8  notes,  the  vignette 
alone  would  have  been  reason  for  a  dozen  or  more  executions;  anything  more  inflammatory  would  be  hard 
to  imagine!  (Photo)  ($500. -up) 

Ten  Dollars,  No.  2022  of  only  3,000  printed.  Twelve  hands  emerge  from  clouds  and  prop  up  a  pillar  surmounted  by 
a  liberty  cap,  resting  on  a  copy  of  the  MAGNA  CARTA;  HANC  TURMUR  HAC  N1TIMUR  =  ‘  ‘This  protects  us, 
this  supports  us.”  Split  halves  joined,  fragments  off  edges  affecting  part  of  indent,  including  TEN,  RS  and  HA 
as  well  as  part  of  Johnston  and  Cogdill  sigs. ,  but  text  is  intact  aside  from  pa  in  Spanish  which  was  taken  out  by  a 
small  worm  hole  or  the  like.  Patched  and  reinforced  on  blank  back  with  bits  of  paper  and  transparent  tape,  the 
whole  better  looking  than  it  sounds.  Of  the  highest  rarity,  the  only  one  we  have  seen  or  heard  of.

Alston  and 
Grn.(=  Green)  Hill,  member  of  1776  Constitution  Convention.  Difficult  to  grade,  this  is  bright,  clean,  and  not 
much  circulated,  but  paper  deteriorated  enough  at  r.  edge,  bottom,  and  corners,  to  require  complete  backing 
with  card;  most  of  Hill’s  sig.  gone.  Much  scarcer  than  generally  believed;  this  will  go  well  into  three  figures.  The 
vignette  is  thought  to  be  an  insulting  reference  to  Britain,  which  country  was  usually  represented  heraldically  by 
a  lion  rampant;  here  the  lion  is  in  the  pose  of  a  dog.  ($300. -up) 

One  Dollar.  Snake  strangling  eagle.  No.  1835  of  10,000  ptd.,  sgd.  G(reen)  Hill  and  Wm.  Alston.  Very  Good, 
fairly  bright,  clean,  ptg.  vivid  as  is  Alston’s  sig.,  Hill’s  fading;  splitting  at  centerfold,  joined  with  supreme  skill. 
Top  border  broad  enough  to  show  part  of  bottom  of  next  note  in  sheet,  (same  type  as  next  lot)  including  EIT  (the 
IT  superscript)  of  COUNTERFEIT;  corrected  blunder,  TOC  over  COU.  Almost  impossible  issue  to  locate 
finer;  unpriced  above  Fine.  (Photo)  ($200.-300.)

Very  Good,  bright,  vivid  except  for  Hill’s  sig.;  the  minor  border  fraying  (affecting  nothing,  though 
final  E  and  superscript  IT  were  left  on  next  note  below  when  sheet  was  cut  up:  see  preceding  lot)  has  been 
reinforced  with  other  paper  and  transparent  tape,  with  great  skill.  As  fine  as  these  come.  (Photo)  ($200.-300.) 

Two  Dollars.  Doe  couchant.  Extremely  rare  “stairstep”  number  6789  of  only  10,000  printed.  Sgd.  Wm.  Alston,  G. 
Hill,  J.  Bradford  (is  this  the  John  Bradford  who  was  Kentucky’s  pioneer  printer?)  and  ?  (faded).  Basically  Good, 
formerly  pinned  and  split  halves  joined,  frayed  bottom  and  r.  borders  and  two  corners  backed  (text  not  affected). 
Average  conditon  for  this  note.  ($100.-150.) 

Six  Dollars.  Squirrel  eating  nut.  No.  1877  of  only  10,000  ptd.  Sgd.  G(reen)  Hill,  B(enjamin)  McCulloch,  member 
of  state  legislature,  Wm.  Alston,  and  J.  Bradford.  Very  Good  or  better,  fairly  bright,  ptg.  vivid,  sigd.  less  so 
(two  fading  as  is  serial  number).  Only  top  border  shows  even  slight  fraying,  reinforced  on  blank  back  as  is  the 
beginning  of  a  split  at  center  fold.  Nearly  equal  to  lot  397,  STiles-Fitzgerald,  which  opened  at  $200  and  was  bid 
up  to  $425  on  the  floor:  so  much  for  catalogue  valuations.  ($350.-450.) 


304  Eight  Dollars.  Rooster.  No.  3498,  sgd.  B.  McCulloch,  J.  Bradford,  G.  Hill  and  Wm.  Alston.  Very  Fine  or  so, 

printing  vivid,  sigs.  Less  so  (Bradford’s  and  Hill’s  fading),  paper  aged;  nice  enough  that  it  was  actually  obtained 
as  “EF.”  This  type  not  represented  in  the  Budde  collection;  that  in  the  H.R.  sale  was  only  Good  to  VG.  Far  finer 
than  the  discolored  VG-F  which  opened  at  $25  and  was  bid  up  to  $300  on  the  floor  as  lot  398,  our  Stiles-

Extraordinary  condition,  unpriced 
above  VF;  that  in  the  H.R.  sale  was  called  “VF”,  Budde’s  was  only  Good,  like  most  others  seen.

comers  not  quite  as  nice  as  remainder  (old  mountings  removed?).  For  some  reason,  unrepresented  in  any 
condition  in  any  of  the  recent  auctions!

308  Four  Dollars.  “A  Lesson  to  arbitrary  Kings,  and  wicked  Ministers.”  No.  10594,  sgd.  B.  Exum  (red)  and  J. 

Williams.  Ptd.  on  thick  paper.  Very  Fine,  bright,  sigs.  vivid  (more  than  printing!),  mostly  crisp  between  its  two 
central  folds,  folds,  paper  aging;  narrow  but  adequate  borders,  bottom  irregular  as  made,  three  corners  very 
slightly  rounded.  Much  finer  than  Budde’s  (which  was  stained)  or  that  in  our  “Promised  Lands”  sale,  or  any 
other  offered  in  recent  years.  (Photo)  ($150.-200.) 

309  Five  Dollars.  “The  Rising  STATES.”  No.  1584,  sgd.  B(enjamin)  Hawkins,  and  Governor  Rd.  Caswell,  both

Bright,  clean,  crisp;  sheet 
was  folded  between  subjects  before  being  cut  up,  the  evidence  visible  at  top  and  bottom  edges.  Left  border  close. 
Finest  of  these  we  have  seen  on  thin  paper;  only  one  other  Unc.  encountered  at  auction,  a  thick  paper  specimen 
(No.  23505)  in  Stiles-Fitzgerald,  lot  405,  which  opened  at  $170  and  was  bid  up  to  $290  on  the  floor.

Very  Fine,  bright, 
Armitage’s  sig.  vivid,  remainder  less  so;  left  edge  affected  by  a  partly  removed  mounting  (top  of  reverse). 
Budde’s  was  only  VG;  nothing  comparable  auctioned  in  many  years.  (Photo)  ($200.-250.)

So  rare  that  the 
grade  is  irrelevant,  but  for  the  record,  the  note  has  the  general  appearance  of  Fine,  bright,  mostly  clean,  ptg. 
and  black  sig.  mostly  vivid  as  in  SN,  red  sig.  faded,  various  edge  splits  mended  with  transparent  tape,  well 
centered;  however,  the  advanced  collectors  who  will  be  after  this  one  are  extremely  unlikely  to  be  willing  to  wait 
for  a  better  one.

Sewn  halves,  affecting  ‘vania’  and  ‘Da-’,  which  will  probably  prove  to  be  intact  when  this  note  is  unsewn  and  the 
halves  joined,  otherwise  nearly  VG,  vivid.  Shallow  worm  tracks  or  the  like,  affecting  ‘current’.  Exceedingly 
rare,  unpriced  in  Newman  in  any  grade,  this  denomination  unknown  to  J.W.  Scott  (1894).  Only  three  others 
have  appeared  at  auction,  both  in  very  low  grade:  W.P.  Bement  fifty  years  ago,  and  New  Netherlands  36th  Sale, 
25  years  ago,  neither  one  identified  as  to  plate  variety;  Otto  C.  Budde,  lot  842,  plate  B,  no  better  than  the  present 
piece.

20  Shillings,  plate  B.  Printed  by  B.  Franklin  and  D.  Hall.  No.  17900  in  red.  Sgd.  Tho.  Clifford  (in  red),  Henry 
Drinker,  Abel  James  (both  in  black).  Better  than  VF,  claims  to  EF;  evidently  folded  once  where  almost  new  and 
carried  in  a  wallet,  so  that  face  is  clean,  brilliant  and  vivid,  back  is  less  clean.  Extraordinary  condition  for  this 
note,  best  we  have  seen  in  the  upper  denominations.  It  is  not  known  whether  this  is  rarer  than  the  other  variety 
(SN  and  all  three  sigs.  in  black).  (Photo)  ($300. -up)

member  of  American  Philosophical  Society.  All  sigs.  apparently  in  black.  Very  Good  or  better,  paper  aged  and 
somewhat  foxed,  nevertheless  vivid.

Exceedingly  rare,  well 
above  average  condition;  the  enormous  F.C.C.  Boyd  holdings  included  only  plates  C  and  D  of  this  denomina¬ 
tion,  which  menas  that  Wayte  Raymond  must  never  have  handled,  plate  A  in  any  grade  in  over  forty  years.  We  do 
not  know  the  plate  varieties  on  Budde’s  eight  poorly  preserved  examples,  nor  on  the  badly  worn  and  dog-eared

finally  becoming  President,  Amer.  Philosophical  Society  1791-95,  Professor  of  Astronomy,  Vice-Provost  and 
Trustee  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania).  Rittenhouse  was  also  Engineer  to  the  Committee  of  Safety  in  1775, 
its  Vice  President  in  1776  and  its  President  in  1777;  member  of  State  Assembly  1776,  and  of  Pa.  Constitutional 
Convention  in  the  same  year;  member  of  Board  of  War;  State  Treasurer  1777-89  (thus  when  this  note  was 
signed);  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States;  AND  WAS  APPOINTED  BY  GEORGE 
WASHINGTON  IN  APRIL  1792  AS  THE  FIRST  DIRECTOR  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  MINT,  serving 
until  June  1 795,  resigning  for  reasons  of  health.  Exceedingly  rare  issue,  unpriced  and  asterisked  by  J.  W.  Scott 

(1894)  and  Wayte  Raymond,  unpriced  in  Newman  _ _ _ 

Very  Fine  bright,  vivid,  clean,  irregular  margins.  First  ot  this  denomination  seen  outside  the  F.C.C.  Boyd 
estate,  first  of  any  denomination  known  to  us  to  have  been  auctioned;  a  legendary  rarity,  of  the  highest  historical 
interest;  should  be  of  equal  interest  to  the  Colonial  paper  specialist  and  to  the  student  of  early  American  coinage 
because  of  the  historic  autograph  Hopefully  this  will  some  day  find  its  way  to  the  Smithsonian  Institute  or 
some  other  museum  where  it  can  be  admired  by  more  people  than  the  half  dozen  or  so  who  have  even  seen  it  until 
this  writing.

Historically  important  as  part  of  the  first  fractional  currency  issued  under  what 
amounted  to  federal  auspices  (its  founder  was  Robert  Morris,  Superintendent  of  Finances,  financier  of  the 
Revolution:  see  following  lot),  in  immediate  response  to  the  New  York  “copper  panic”  when  state  and  other 
coppers  fell  to  %  their  normal  value.  The  Bank  opened  for  business  Jan.  7,  1782,  in  Tench  Francis’s  general 
store,  on  the  same  site  the  Bank  occupied  as  late  as  1934  (J.  G.  Macallister,  “The  Oldest  Bank  in  America,” 
Coin  Collector’s  Journal,  April  1934: 15-16).  Its  earliest  stockholders  included  such  people  as  Michael  Hillegas, 
later  Treasurer  of  the  USA.  John  Paul  Jones,  and  Stephen  Decatur;  its  first  depositor  Jan.  15,  1782)  was 
Mordecai  Lewis,  quickly  followed  by  the  United  States  government,  Stephen  Girard  and  John  Adams.  On 
recommendation  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  Richard  Bache  moved  Aug.  6,  1789  that  the  Bank  issue  these  notes, 
which  motion  was  quickly  adopted;  Franklin  furnished  two  reams  (1,000  sheets)  of  this  special  paper,  the 
remainder  from  the  May  1775  Continental  $20  lot,  which  was  turned  over  to  Benjamin  F.  Bache  for  printing. 
Bache  made  up  a  single  16-subjfect  face  plate  and  a  corresponding  back  plate,  four  rows  of  four  subjects,  the  top 
row  (receiving  the  marbling)  consisting  of  3  Pence  notes,  plates  A,  B,  C  and  D,  the  next  three  rows  comprising  1 
Penny  notes,  respectively  letters  A  to  D;  E  to  H;  I,  K,  L  and  M.  Only  the  1 ,000  impressions  were  made;  very  few 
of  them  survive  in  any  grade,  partly  because  the  thin  weak  paper  did  not  last  long.

The 
Dr.  Joshua  Cohen  collection  (sold  intact  to  the  Henry  Ford  museum,  which  still  has  it)  contained  two  5s  notes, 
but  both  had  corners  missing;  but  since  that  1930  offering,  we  have  been  unable  to  locate  any  auction  record 
for  this  denomination  in  any  grade.  Boyd’s  estate  has  one  of  the  regular  tattered  fragments.  Collectors

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WHEREAS  the  experience  of  commercial  nations 
for  fevcral  ages  pall,  has  fully  evinced,  that  well 
regulated  Banks  are  highly  ufeful  to  fociety,  by  promo¬ 
ting  punftuality  in  she  performance  of  contracts,  mcrca- 
Ting  the  medium  of  trade,  facilitating  the  payment  of 
.taxes,  preventing  the  exportation  of  fpecie.  furnifliing 
for  it  a  fafe'depofit,  and  by  dilcount  rendering  eafy  ana 
expeditious  the  anticipation  of  funds: 

I.  Be  it  enacted,  by  the  General  Affenibly  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth ,  That  a  fubferrption  be  opened  for  One  Hun¬ 
dred  and  Fifty  Thoufand  Dollars,  in  Shares,  of  Two 
.Hundred  Dollars  each,  and  that  fubferiptions  be  taken 
under  the  direction  of  Philip  R.  Fendall,  Robert  T. 
JHooe,  William  I  lartfliorne,  Jofiali  Watfon,  Thomas 
Porter,  Richard  Conway,  William  Herbert,  Stephen 
Cooke,  William  Wii.fon,  Charles  Lee,  Ludwell  Lee, 
Roger  Weil,  and  Charles  Simms. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enabled,  by  the  authority  afore- 
jaid,  That  a  fnare  in  the  flock  of  the  faid  Bank  fliall  be

And  be  it  further  enabled,  That  any  Dircftor, 
oflicer,  or  other  perfon,  holding  any  fliare  or  capital  of 
the  faid  bank  flock,  who  fliall  commit  any  fraud  or  em¬ 
bezzlement,  touching  the  money  or  property  of  the  faid 
Bank,  {hall  be  liable  to  be  profecutea  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth,  by  indictment  for  the  fame  in  any  court 
of  law  for  the  difl  rift  or  county  wherein  the  offence  fliall

That  no  ftockhold- 
er,  fubferiber,  or  member  of  the  faid  Company,  fliall  be 
anfwerable  for  any  lodes,  deficiencies,  or  failure  of  the 
capital  flock  of  the  faid  Bank,  for  any  more  or  larger 
fum  or  {Inns  of  money  whatfoever,  than  the  amount  of  the 
flock,  flocks  or  fiiares  which  fliall  appear  by  the  books 
of  the  faid  company  to  belong  to  him,  at  the  time  or  times 
when  fuch  lofs  or  Ioffes  {hall  be  fu  ft  ai  tied.  Except  as  is 
hereafter  excepted,  that  is  to  fay  :  If  the  total  amount  of 
the  debts  which  the  faid  company  fliall  at  any  time  owe, 
whether  by  bond,  bill,  note,  or  other  contract,  fliall  ex¬ 
ceed  four  times  the  amount  orthe  capital -flock  of  the  faid

Bank  of  North  America  *  1782,  - 


The  Bank  of  North  America,  sponsored  primarily  by  Robert  Morris,  was  perpetually 
incorporated  by  the  Continental  Congress  on  Dec.  31,  1781  with  a  capital  of  $400,000 
divided  into  1,000  shares  of  $400  each.  The  Ordinance  of  incorporation  provided 
that  the  bank  had  no  authority  to  exercise  any  power  in  any  State  contrary  to  the 
laws  of  such  State.  It  was  permitted  to  issue  bank  notes  in  accordance  with  a  Plan 
previously  submitted  to  Congress  on  May  17,  1781  and  approved  by  Congress  on 
May  26,  1781.  These  bank  notes  were  to  be  accepted  in  all  payments  due  to  the 
United  States  and  the  States  themselves.  The  United  States  purchased  and  paid  for 
633  shares  and  promptly  borrowed  the  money  back  for  governmental  purposes.  The 
bank  opened  for  business  in  Philadelphia  on  Jan.  7,  1782. 

In  Pennsylvania  the  bank  was  separately  incorporated  on  April  1,  1782,  followed 
^by__^n^mTTulmnent  of  the  charter  on  Sept.  13,  1785  and  a  reincorporation  for  20 
years  on  Mar.  17,  1787.  It  was  incorporated  in  New  York  on  April  11,  1782  and 
granted  the  exclusive  right  to  conduct  the  banking  business  in  that  State  during 
the  remainder  of  the  War.  Massachusetts  gave  it  corporate  status  on  Mar.  8,  1782 
and  Delaware  also  did  on  Feb.  2,  1786.  Delaware  had  previously  protected  the 
Bank's  circulating  notes  with  a  special  counterfeiting  law  on  Feb.  8,  1783  as 
did  Rhode  Island.  On  Jan.  7,  1782,  Connecticut  made  bank  notes  of  the  Bank  of 
North  America  receivable  there  for  taxes. 


Although  the  bank  notes  originally  issued  by  the  Bank  of  North  America  were 
discounted  as  much  as  157,  in  exchange  for  specie,  they  circulated  at  par  before 
the  year  178^  ended .  ^^The^e^anl^gptes  were  engraved  and  had  partially  written 
dates.  Thej^aaefefe^^^ signed' ’by  Thomas  Willing  as  president  (1781-92)  and  by 
Tench  Francis  a s^  cashier  (1781-92);  '  by  John  Nixort^president  (1792- 

1808)  ^  ancl  Richard  ^TJell^L  (1792-1800)  .  No  normal  genuine  notes  of  the  18th  century  other 
than  smalt 'TTh ang hdv^^bden  located  and  the  source  of  informat ion^alDoutVno'teV1  °° 
has  been  obtained  from  proof,  counterfeit  and  altered  notes. 


The  Pennsylvania  Bank  ( 1780-84); acting  originally  as  an  unincorporated  prede¬ 
cessor  in  Philadelphia^ did  not  issue  circulating  bank  notes  and  supported  the 
circulation  of  Commonwealthfifcennsylvania  specie  issues  of  April  29,  1780  and  AmJc X 

1181  •  Its  request  for  a  charter  was  denied  in  1784 ^ 
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The  Bank  of  North  America,  although  it  lost  its  name  through  merger,  is  still 
in  ysETf operation  and  is  the  oldest  banking  institution  in  the  United  States.

Alexander  Hamilton  in  1779  urged  Rober't  Morris  to  Sponsor  the  organization 
of  a  national  bank  of  issue,  using  land  /s  security  for  its  notes.  Further  promul¬ 
gation  of  the  plan  in  1780,  1781,  and  1790  culminated  in  the  passage  on  February  25, 
1791  of  an  Act  of  Congress  incorporating  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  with  a 
capital  of  $10,000,000  divided  intn/25,000  shares  of  $400  each.  The  bank  is  refer¬ 
red  to  as  the  "first  bank"  to  distinguish  it  from  the  federally  chartered  "second 
bank"  of  the  same  name  (1816-36-^  and  thereafter  as  a  Pennsylvania  corporation). 
Although  the  first  bank  was  a  private  corporation  with  a  20  year  life  the  federal 
government  bought  5,000  shares  and  became  a  major  depositor  and  borrower.  The 
United  States  had  not  been  granted  the  right  to  issue  its  own  paper  money  under 
the  U.  S.  Constitution  which  had  become  effective  in  1789.  Circulating  notes  of 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States  were  given  legal  tender  status  for  all  debts  due 
to  the  United  States,  including  import  duties.  The  principal  office  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  Philadelphia  in  1791.  The  Bank  of  the  United  States  and  its  branch  offices 
operated  successfully  and  without  a  legal  test  of  its  constitutionality,  liquidating 
on  the  expiration  of  its  charter  in  1811.  Between  1796  and  1802  the  Federal  govern¬ 
ment  sold  its  shares  in  the  Bank  at  a  substantial  profit.  Most  bank  records  were 
apparently  destroyed  and  the  principal  sources  of  information  are  the  reports  to 
Congress  made  in  1809  and  1811. 

The  total  amount  of  bank  notes  issued  by  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  up 
to  1811  was  $6,152,553  of  which  $5,037,125  was  then  outstanding.  Of  this  total 
the  Philadelphia  office  or  parent  bank  emitted  $1,687,893  of  which  $1,561,833  was 
then  outstanding.  The  parent  bank  issued  engraved  bank  notes  with  the  denomination 
spelled  out  in  a  panel  on  the  left  end.  The  counterfeiting  of  notes  of  the  Bank 
of  the  United  States  was  made  a  Federal  crime  by  Act  of  June  27,  1798. 

Virtually  all  of  the  circulating  notes  of  the  bank  were  fully  redeemed  in  specie 
on  liquidation  in  1811  and  normal  examples  of  genuinely  issued  bank  notes  have  not 
been  located.  A  few  proof  notes  and  some  genuine  notes  with  raised  denominations 
have  survived.  The  principal  source  of  bank  note  information,  however,  is  from 
counterfeits  made  for  circulation.  Most  counterfeits  have  one  or  more  inked  x 
marks  on  their  faces  indicating  that  they  were  presented  to  some  bank  and  rejected.

Offices  of  Discount  and  Deposit^ were  established  in  New  York,  Boston,  Baltimore 
md  BMlUstM  in  1792,  in  Norfolk  in  1795,  in  Savannah  in  ,  in  Washington  in 
1800  and  m  New  Orleans  in  1804.  Each  branch  office  had  its  own  president  and 
cashier.  Nevertheless  the  notes  issued  by  the  branch  offices  were  signed  by  the

AN  ACT  DIRECTING  BRIGADIER  GENERALS  TO  MAKE  RETURNS 
OF  THEIR  BRIGADES. 

April  14th  1781 

Whereas  by  a  late  Act  of  this  Assembly  forming  the  Regiments  of 
Militia  of  this  State  into  Brigades,  it  is  found  that  a  more  regular  way 
of  making  Returns  of  the  state  of  said  Militia,  to  the  Captain  General, 
is  necessary: 

I.  Therefore  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Brigadier  General  of  each 
Brigade,  shall,  some  time  in  May  annually,  ( and  at  other  times  when 
called  on  by  the  Captain  General,  or  Board  of  War)  make  a  return  to 
the  Board  of  War,  of  the  State  of  the  Militia  (including  the  Alarm  list) 
of  their  several  Brigades,  as  well  as  commissioned  Officers,  as  non¬ 
commissioned  Officers  and  Privates,  in  such  fonns  and  Columns,  as 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  Board  of  War;  and  that  the  same  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Captain  General. 

II.  And  it  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that 
each  and  every  Brigadier  General  refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with 
this  Act  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  Sum  of  one  hundred 
Pounds  lawful  Money;  and  that  each  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer 
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of  each  Regiment,  when  called  on  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay, 
for  each  neglect,  the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds;  And  each  Captain  or  Com¬ 
manding  Officer  of  each  Company  in  the  several  Regiments,  neglecting 
to  make  returns  as  aforesaid  to  his  Colonel  or  Commanding  Officer, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty  five  Pounds:  all  which  Fines  and  Penalties 
shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  Attorney  General,  or  the  State’s  Attorney  of 
the  County  where  the  offence  is  committed,  and  paid  into  the  State’s 
Treasury:  Any  Law,  Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

April  14th  1781 

Whereas  it  is  found  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the 
War,  and  the  Payment  of  the  public  Debts  of  this  State,  as  well  as  for 
enlarging  the  quantity  of  circulating  Medium,  to  emit  a  Sum  adequate 
to  the  several  necessary  purposes,  in  Bills,  on  the  Credit  of  this  State. 

I.  Therefore  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Represen t- 
ives  of  the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  there  be  forthwith  printed, 
under  the  Inspection  of  Mathew  Lyon,  Edward  Harris,  and  Ezra 
Styles,  Esquires,  a  Committee  for  that  Purpose,  Bills  to  the  Amount  of 
twenty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  five  rounds  lawful  Money, 
for  the  Payment  of  this  State’s  Debts,  and  other  public  Purposes; 
Which  Bills  shall  be  an  equal  numbers  of  three  Pounds,  forty  Shillings, 
twenty  Shillings,  ten  Shillings,  five  Shillings,  two  Shillings  and  six 
penny,  one  Shilling  and  three  penny,  and  one  Shilling  Bills.  Which 
Committee  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  Office,  and 
are  impowered  to  make  a  Device  and  Form  for  sad: 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  said 
Bills,  when  so  printed,  shall  be  by  the  aforesaid  committee  delivered  to

sign  and  number  said  Bills,  and  deliver  them  to  the  Treasurer,  taking 
his  Receipt  for  the  aforesaid  Sum  in  Bills,  of  twenty  five  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty  five  Pounds.  Which  Bid  shall  be  a  lawful  Ten  dry  for 
the  Payment  on  all  Contracts,  Executions,  &c.  as  lawful  Money,  ac- 
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cording  to  the  face  of  the  Bill.  And  said  Bills  shall  be  paid  up,  and 
redeemed  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  by  the  first  day  of  June  1782, 
in  Silver  at  the  rate  of  six  Shillings  for  one  Spanish  milled  Dollar,  or 
Gold  equivalent. 

III.  And  for  the  redemption  of  a  part  of  said  Bills,  it  is  hereby  enacted, 
that  there  be,  and  there  is  hereby,  granted  a  tax  of  one  Shilling  and 
three  Pence  lawful  Money,  on  the  Pound,  on  the  list  of  the  Polls  and 
rateable  Estates  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State,  to  be  taken  in  June 
next: 

Which  tax  the  first  Constable  of  each  respective  town  is  hereby  im- 
powered  to  collect,  (on  receiving  a  Warrant  from  the  Treasurer  there¬ 
for,  and  the  rate  Bill  from  the  Selectmen  of  such  town;  which  Select¬ 
men  are  hereby  directed  to  deliver  to  such  Constable,  as  soon  as  the 
List  is  by  Law  to  be  compleat)  by  the  first  day  of  November  next:  and 
shall  be  accountable  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  for  such  tax :  Which 
Constable  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  for  collecting  such  tax  as  is  by 
Law  allowed  for  the  levying  and  serving  Execution,  in  case  he  have  to 
levy  on  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  any  person  for  Payment  of  his  tax, 
which  he  is  impowered  to  do,  in  case  any  person  neglect  paying  their 
tax  within  twenty  days  after  a  proper  warning;  and  shall  be  allowed 
one  Pound  out  of  each  eighty  Pounds  he  collects  and  pays  to  the 
Treasurer:  Which  tax  shall  be  paid  in  Silver  or  Gold,  or  in  the  afore¬ 
said  Bills. 

And  Whereas  the  Land  is  the  great  Object  of  the  present  War, 
and  receives  the  most  solid  Protection  of  any  Estate,  a  very  large  part 
of  which  has  hitherto  paid  no  part  of  the  great  Cost  arisen  in  defending 
it,  whilst  the  Blood  and  Treasure  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  State  has 
been  spent  to  protect  it,  who  many  of  them  owned  but  a  very  small 
part  thereof: 

Wherefore,  for  the  redemption  of  the  remaining  part  of  said  Bills, 
and  the  lodging  a  Sum  of  Money  in  the  Treasury, 

IV.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  there  be,  and  there 
is  hereby,  granted  and  laid,  a  Tax  of  ten  Shillings  on  each  hundred 
Ac.  ■  s  of  Land  within  this  State,  which  will  non  admit  of  Settlement  on 
Account  of  the  War,  except  public  Rights,  and  the  Colledge  Lands; 
which  tax  shall  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  in  Silver,  at  the 
rate  of  six  Shillings  per  Spanish  milled  Dollar,  or  Gold  equivalent,  or 
in  said  Bills. 
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And  the  Publication  of  this  part  of  this  Act  in  the  Vermont 
Gazette,  the  New  Hampshire  Gazette,  one  of  the  Boston  News  Papers, 
the  Connecticut  Courant,  and  the  Massachusetts  Spy,  three  Weeks 
successively,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  the  Treasurer  calling  on  the  Land¬ 
holders  to  pay  their  tax,  agreeable  to  this  Act,  in  the  said  News-papers, 
once  in  the  Month  of  November  next,  and  once  in  the  Month  of 
December  next  shall  be  sufficient  Notification  to  all  persons  concerned. 

And  Whereas  Difficulties  might  arise  in  collecting  said  tax  in  any 
one  mode:  Which  to  prevent, 

V.  It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the  following 
be  the  Mode  for  collecting  the  Tax  for  the  Towns  of  Pownal,  Benning¬ 
ton,  Shaftsbury,  Arlington,  Manchester,  Dorset,  Ruport,  Danby,  Tin- 
mouth,  Clarendon,  Pollet,  Wells,  Poultney,  Rutland,  Guilford,  Halifax, 
Brattleborough,  Marlborough,  Townshend,  Dummerston,  New  Fane, 
Putney,  Westminster,  Rockingham,  Windsor,  Hertford,  Woodstock, 
Hartford,  Pomfret,  Thetford,  Stratford,  Newbury,  Rygate,  Alstead, 
Acworth,  Charleston,  Cornish,  Claremont,  Chesterfield,  Croydon,  Gil- 
som,  New-Grantham,  Keen,  Dresden,  Lcmster,  Marlow,  Newport, 
Plainfield,  Richmond,  Swansey,  Surry,  Unity,  Walpole,  Westmoreland, 
Winchester,  Canaan,  Grafton,  Haverhill,  Hanover,  Lancaster,  Le¬ 
banon,  Lyme,  Oxford,  Piermont,  Enfield,  Romney,  and  any  other 
towns  that  are  organized  and  choose  it,  that  the  first  Constable  chosen 
for  the  Year  1781,  in  each  respective  town,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  impowered  (on  receiving  a  Warrant  therefor  from  the  Treas¬ 
urer)  to  collect  said  tax,  in  the  respective  towns,  of  the  several  Land- 
owners;  and  they  are  hereby  impowered  to  levy  on  the  Goods  and 
Chattels  of  the  said  Land-owners,  for  the  Payment  of  the  same,  agree¬ 
able  to  the  Law  directing  the  levying  and  serving  Execution:  except, 
that  when  the  Constable  shall  have  Occasion  to  sell  Lands,  for  the 
Payment  of  said  tax,  such  Land  shall  be  sold  at  Vendue;  and  the  time 
of  Payment  of  such  tax  to  the  Constable,  shall  be  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  January  next;  and  the  time  for  his  settling  with  the  Treasurer, 
shall  be  on  or.  before  the  first  day  of  April  following. 

And  a  Copy  of  the  Constable’s  Warrant,  with  his  Doings  thereon, 
in  respect  to  the  particular  Land  sold  for  the  Payment  of  said  Tax, 
agreeable  to  this  Act,  attested  by  the  Constable,  and  recorded  with  the 
Town  Clerk’s  Office,  shall  be  a  good  title,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other 
Claims,  to  the  purchaser  of  said  Land.

AN  ACT  FOR  ESTABLISHING  AND  CONFIRMING  THE  SEVERAL  BILLS  OF 
CREDIT  OF  THIS  STATE  DATED  FEBRUARY  1781,  AS  A  LEGAL 
CURRENCY  OF  THIS  STATE,  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE 
REDEMPTION  OF  PART  OF  THE  SAME 

June  27th  1781 

Whereas  the  General  Assembly,  at  their  Sessions  at  Windsor, 
April  1781,  passed  an  Act  for  emitting  Bills,  on  the  Credit  of  this 
State,  to  the  amount  of  twenty  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
five  Pounds  lawful  Money.  And  Whereas  the  Committee  appointed  by 
said  assembly  to  inspect  and  form  said  Bills,  mistook  the  Date  of  the 
Act  for  emitting  the  same,  and  formed  said  Bills  as  by  order  of  Assem- 
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bly,  Windsor  February  1781,  which  should  have  been  agreeable  to  an 
Act  of  Assembly,  Windsor  April  1781.  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of  the 
freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by 
the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  each  and  every  of  said  Bills,  so  emitted, 
dated  February  1781,  be,  and  hereby  are,  established  and  confirmed 
as  a  legal  Currency  of  this  State,  in  lieu  of  the  before  mentioned  Bills, 
which  were  ordered  to  be  emitted  by  Act  of  Assembly,  Windsor  April 
1781;  and  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  under  the  same  Regulations 
and  Restrictions,  as  by  said  Act  ordered  for  the  said  Bills  to  have  been 
emitted:  and  any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  at  any  time  hereafter, 
counterfeit  any  of  said  Bills,  or  aid  or  assist  in  counterfeiting,  or  making 
any  Instrument  therefor,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  Punishment  or 
Penalties,  as  any  persons  were  to  have  suffered,  for  counterfeiting, 
aiding,  or  assisting  in  counterfeiting  Bills  that  were  to  have  been 
emitted  by  said  Act  of  April  1781 :  Reference  to  said  Act  being  had. 

And  Whereas,  for  the  redemption  of  part'  of  said  Bills,  it  was 
enact  /  the  General  Assembly  at  their  Session,  Windsor  April  1781, 
that  a  tax  of  one  Shilling  and  three  Pence  lawful  Money,  on  the 
pound,  on  the  List  of  the  Polls  and  rateable  Estate  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  State,  which  was  to  be  taken  in  the  Month  of  June  and  to  be 
collected  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  the  first  of  November  ensuing 
said  Act :  But  as  it  appears  necessary  that  some,  at  least,  of  said  tax  be 
collected  sooner  than  the  time  mentioned  in  said  Act :  Wherefore, 

II.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the  Listers 
within  the  several  towns  of  this  State,  shall  and  they  are  hereby, 
directed  d  r  this  present  year  to  compleat  the  Lists  of  their  respective 
■  jwns,  by  the  first  day  of  August  next,  and  return  the  same  unto  the 
Select-men  of  the  same  towns  respectively,  who  are  hereby  required  to 
make  out  a  tax  upon  the  Inhabitants  of  said  Towns  of  eight  pence  on 
the  Pound  of  said  List  so  exhibited,  within  six  days  after  the  Receipt 
thereof,  and  commit  the  tax  when  made,  to  the  Constable  of  such 
town,  with  their  Warrant  to  collect  the  same,  ordering  the  said  Col¬ 
lectors  to  return  the  Sum  total  of  such  tax  to  the  Treasurer  of  this 
State,  on  or  by  the  tenth  day  of  September  following:  And  that  such 
select-men  also  return  unto  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  as  soon  as  may 
be,  the  name  or  names  of  the  Collector  to  whom  such  tax  hath  been 
committed  by  them,  and  the  sum  total  of  such  tax  so  committed,  with 
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public  Worship,  School  houses,  and  Bridges.  And  when  any  tax  or 
taxes  are  levied  as  aforesaid,  the  Select-men,  in  the  tov  ns  where  such 
taxes  arc  levied,  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  grant  their 
Warrant  to  the  Collector,  directing  him  to  collect  them;  and  the 
Collector  shall  thereupon  proceed  in  collecting  them,  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  Collectors  are  authorized  by  Law  to  proceed  in 
collecting  Proprietary  taxes.  Provided  nevertheless,  that  nothing  in  the 
Act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  Inhabitants  of  any  town,  to 
levy  any  tax  on  such  Lots  or  rights  of  Land  as  are  appropriated  to 
public  or  pious  Uses.  Provided  also,  that  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be 
construed  to  deprive  any  persons  of  Priviledges  secured  to  them  by  the 
Constitution. 


AN  ACT  IMPOWERING  DAVID  PULSIPHER,  ADMINISTRATOR  ON  THE 
ESTATE  OF  DAVID  PULSIPHER,  DECEASED,  TO  SELL  PART  OF  THE 
REAL  ESTATE  OF  THE  SAID  DECEASED 

October  25th  1781 

Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of 
the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and 
by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  David  Pulsipher,  Administrator  to 
the  Estate  of  David  Pulsipher  late  of  Rockingham  deceased,  be  im¬ 
powered,  and  and  he  is  hereby  impowered,  to  sell  so  much  of  the  real 
Estate  of  the  said  David  Pulsipher  deceased,  as  will  pay  the  Sum  of 
sixty  Pounds  lawful  Money,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  Debts  due 
from  said  Estate;  Subject  to  the  Direction  of  the  Judge  of  Probate,  for 
the  District  where  said  real  estate  lies. 


AN  ACT  FOR  LEVYING  A  TAX,  OF  SIX  PENCE  ON  THE  POUND,  ON  THE 
POLLS  AND  RATEABLE  ESTATE  OF  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  THIS 
STATE,  AND  FOR  THE  REDEMPTION  OF  THE  PAPER 
CURRENCY,  AND  SUPPLYING  THE  TREASURY 

October  27th  1781 

Whereas  the  Circumstances  of  the  Paper  Currency  are  such  as 
render  it  necessary  that  the  same  be  taken  out  of  Circulation,  as  soon 
as  may  be:  and  that  Provision  be  made  for  the  further  Supply  of  the 
Treasury, 

I.  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of 
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the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met.  and 
I  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  a  tax  be  levied  on  the  Polls  ar.a 
rateable  Estate  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  several  towns  within  this  State, 
of  six  Pence  on  the  Pound,  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  by  the  first 
dav  of  December  next  ensuing:  And  that  the  Treasurer  be  directed 
his  Warrants  to  the  Constable  of  the  several  tov, ms, 
then  to  Iv-y  and  collect  the  saiu  rate  oi  six  pence  on  the 
|  Pound,  and  deliver  the  Sum  total  of  said  tax  into  the  Treasury,  by  the 
first  day  of  December  aforesaid. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  no  Bills

aforesaid  Bills,  .giving.  ..their ..Receipt  thcrcfpr,  specifying  the  Amount 
of  the  same;  and  immediately  on  the  Receipt  thereof,  shall  cause  them 
to  be  wholly  and  effectually  destroyed,  by  being  burnt. 

III.  And'  be  itlurther  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the 
Treasurer  be  directed  and  impowered  forthwith  to  issue  his  Extents 
against  the  several  delinquent  Collectors  of  the  eight-penny  tax,  levied 
agreeable  to  an  Act  of  Assembly,  passed  at  their  Session  in  June  last.

Whereas,  the  State  of  the  present  Currency,  or  Medium  of  Trade,

ment.  And  the  said  Goodrich  has  Liberty  to  have  a  new  Trial  on  the 
Premises;  provided  the  same  be  had  before  the  last  day  of  March  next. 


AN  ACT  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  RAISING  A  CERTAIN  NUMBER  OF  TROOPS 
THEREIN  SPECIFIED,  AS  A  GUARD  TO  THE  UPPER  COOS, 

AND  IN  THE  VICINITY  OF  THE  ENEMY 

February  27th  1782 

Whereas  Application  has  been  made  to  the  Legislature  of  this 
State,  by  sundry  Inhabitants  in  the  upper  Coos,  for  a  guard  to  protect 
them,  a  they  are  at  a  distance  from  any  Garrison.  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of  the 
freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by  the 
Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  People  petitioning  in  the  upper  Coos, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby, empowered  to  raise  twenty  one  men,  including 
one  Lieutenant,  one  Segeant,  and  one  Corporal,  to  be  stationed  as  a 
Guard,  and  for  necessary  scouting  for  the  Protection  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  aforesaid  upper  Coos:  the  Legislature  to  appoint  such  com¬ 
missioned  Officer. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  said  Officers  and  Soldiers  so 
raised,  shall  be  paid  at  the  same  rate,  as  the  other  Troops  in  this  State 
are  paid;  and  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  Treasury  of  the  State;  their 
pay  to  commence  at  the  time  of  their  entering  into  actual  Service,  and 
to  continue  until  the  first  day  of  December  next,  or  to  the  time  of  their 
Discharge. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  such  towns  as  shall  raise  the 
Troops  aforesaid,  shall  furnish  them  with  Provisions,  at  their  own 
Expense:  And  said  Troops  are  to  be  mustered  by  the  Muster-master 
in  that  Department,  and  returns  regularly  made  to  the  Commanding 
Officer  in  the  State. 


AN  ACT  FOR  ABATING  TO  THE  DISTRICT  OF  IRA  PART  OF  A  TAX 
THEREIN  MENTIONED 

February  27th  1782 

Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
this  State,  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  District  of  Ira  aforesaid  have 
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been  over-charged  in  the  Provision  tax,  granted  by  said  Assembly  at 
their  Sessions  in  the  Year  1780  the  several  Sums  hereafter  mentioned, 
viz1:  eight  hundred  and  seventy  six  pounds  of  Flour,  twenty  four 
Bushels  and  an  half  of  Indian  Corn,  twelve  Bushels  and  one  quarter 
of  Rye,  two  hundred  and  ninety  four  pounds  and  an  half  of  Beef,  one 
hundred  and  forty  five  Pounds  and  one  quarter  of  Pork.  And  Whereas 
it  was  resolved  by  said  Assembly,  that  any  town  that  should  be  over¬ 
charged  in  said  tax,  by  reason  of  their  List  not  being  returned  to  said 
Assembly,  on  Application,  should  be  abated.

Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of 
the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by 
the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  aforesaid  Sums  be,  and  are  hereby 
remitted  from  the  tax  aforesaid;  and  that  the  said  Inhabitants  are 
hereby  discharged  from  paying  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof. 


AN  ACT  DIRECTING  THE  TREASURER  TO  DELIVER  WHAT  STATE’S  MONEY 
HE  HAS  IN  HAND  TO  THE  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED 
TO  DESTROY  THE  SAME 

February  27tii  1782 

Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of 
the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and 
by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  directed  to  deliver  all  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  State  now  on 
hand,  or  that  shall  be  hereafter  received,  to  the  Committee  appointed 
to  destroy  said  Bills  of  Credit,  taking  their  Receipt  for  the  Sums  so 
delivered :  And  said  Committee  are  hereby  directed  to  destroy  the  same. 


AN  ACT  FOR  TAKING  OFF  THE  TENDRY  OF  THE  PAPER  CURRENCY 
OF  THIS  STATE  THE  FIRST  DAY  OF  JUNE  NEXT 

February  28th  1782 

Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  Representatives  of 
the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by 
the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next,  the  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  State  shall  not  be  a  legal  Tendry  in  any 
Payment  or  Contract,  except  in  the  Treasury  of  this  State :  Any  Law 
Usage  or  Custom  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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County  shall  at  and  after  the  third  Tuesday  of  November  next  ensuing 
be  held  in  said  Rutland,  ever  hereafter. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  all 
that  Territory  of  Land  lying  north  of  and  adjoining  to  the  County 
of  Rutland  as  far  East  as  said  County  extends  be  and  is  hereby  an¬ 
nexed  to  said  County  for  the  time  being.

March  9th  1784 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  in  many  Instances  That  the  Governor 
and  Council  be  informed  of  the  Resolutions  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  order  to  enable  them  to  Carry  the  same  into  Execution  Agreeable 
thereto,  therefore-  - 

Be  it  enacted  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Representatives  of 
the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont  in  General  Assembly  met  and  by 
the  Authority  of  the  same,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  Directed  to  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Governor  in  Council 
Attested  Copies  of  all  resolutions  passed  by  the  General  Assembly 
which  are  to  be  carried  into  Execution  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
within  three  Days  after  their  passing,  or  before  the  Rising  of  the 
Assembly. 


AN  ACT  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  LEVYING  THE  RESPECTIVE 
TAXES  THEREIN  NAMED 

March  9th  1784 

Whereas  it  is  found  necessary  in  order  to  support  the  credit  of  the 
notes  already  Issued  ’and”  to  be  Issuecf  by  the  Treasurer  of  this  State

Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  representatives  of 
!  the  freemen  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and 


by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  there  be  and  hereby  is  granted  a 
Tax  of  Two  pence  on  the  Pound  on  the  list  of  the  Polls  and  Rateable 
Estate  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  for  the  Years  one  Thousand 
seven  Hundred  and  Eighty  three  which  Tax  the  first  Constable  in  each 
respective  Town  within  this  State  (on  receiving  a  Warrant  from  the 
Treasurer  for  that  purpose)  is  hereby  directed  to  collect  and  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  this  State  on  or  before  the  first  Day  of  September 
next  -  -  and  the  Constable  shall  be  allowed  one  Pound  out  of  each 
Hundred  he  collects  and  pays  into  the  Treasury  and  no  other  fees 
whatsoever  except  where  he  shall  have  occasion  to  take  Property  for 
sale  or  levy  his  Warrant  on  any  Person  in  which  cases  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  in  cases  of  Execution,  which  tax  shall  be 
paid  in  Silver  or  Gold  only. 

II.  Be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  there  be 
and  hereby  is  granted  a  tax  of  six  pence  on  the  Pound  on  the  List  of 
the  Polls  and  Rateable  Estates  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  which 
tax  shall  be  paid  in  Silver  or  Gold  or  in  State  Notes  Issued  by  the 
Treasurer  or  Bills  of  Credit  of  this  State  and  shall  be  collected  in 
the  same  manner  and  paid  into  the  Treasury  at  the  same  time  limited 
and  appointed  before  in  this  Act  for  the  Collecting  and  paying  in 
the  Two  penny  tax  and  the  Constables  shall  be  allowed  a  like  sum  for 
Collecting  the  same. 

And  to  prevent  Disputes  in  future  the  Collectors  are  hereby 
Directed  in  collecting  the  Six  penny  tax  to  receive  the  Interest  on 
State  Securities  which  have  not  been  issued  one  year  and  pay  the 
same  into  the  Treasury  as  Principal. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid  that  when 
State  Notes  shall  have  been  on  Interest  for  one  Year  or  more  The 
Treasurer  shall  give  [orders 'on  The  Collectors  for  the  Interest  due 
on  such  notes  which  orders  shall  be  received  by  such  Collectors  For 
the  Two  penny  tax  and  shall  answer  in  payment  in  the  Treasury. 
Provided  always  the  Treasurer  shall  not  be  obliged  to  give  orders  for 
a  Less  sumjhan  Ten  Shillings "anH  no  Note  shall  Be  received  in  pay¬ 
ment  in  the  Treasury  for  any  tax  heretofore  granted  where  the  Inter¬ 
est  has  been  Daid. 
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ment  and  execution,  unless  where  the  States  attorney  with  the  advice 
of  the  Court  shall  judge  it  best  to  suffer  a  default.  And, 

It  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  where 
the  person  or  persons  who  has  purchased  confiscated  estates  as  afore¬ 
said,  shall  have  occasion  to  commence  an  action  to  recover  possession 
of  the  same,  the  same  evidence  shall  be  allowed  to  the  plaintiff  as  is 
heretofore  by  this  act  allowed  to  the  Defendant. 


AN  ACT  TO  CALL  IN  THE  SECURITIES  OF  THIS  STATE  AND  DIRECTING 
A  NEW  DEVISE  FOR  SECURITIES  IN  FUTURE. 

October  24th,  1788 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  That  all  persons  holding  any  of  the  public  securities  of  this 
State,  or  who  shall  hold  any  of  the  said  securities  which  have  been  al¬ 
ready  issued,  or  may  be  issued  by  the  Treasurer  within  one  month  after 
the  rising  of  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  persons  holding 
any  orders  legally  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  previous  to  this  session 
of  the  Legislature  be,  and  they  are  hereby  directed  to  deliver  the 
same  into  the  Treasury  of  this  State  by  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  unto  any  person 
'  so  delivering  into  the  Treasury  such  public  securities  or  orders,  such 
sum  in  hard  money  orders,  on  interest  at  six  percent  per  annum, 
struck  on  a  new  devise,  as  hereinafter  directed,  as  shall  by  said  person 
be  so  delivered  into  the  Treasury.  And  if  any  person  holdmg"any**of 
the  said  securities  or  orders  shall  neglect  to  deliver  the  same  into  the 
Treasury  as  aforesaid,  by  the  said  first  day  of  September  next,  he 
or  she  shall  forever  after  be  barred  from  any  demand  against  this 
State  by  virtue  of  such  securities  or  notes  as  aforesaid. 

It  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  the 
i  Treasurer  of  this  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  procure  a 
plate  with  a  new  devise  for  the  purpose  of  striking  the  blanks  for  the 
hard  money  orders  aforesaid.  And, 

It  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  no  other  securities 
after  one  month  from  the  rising  oi  this  session  of  the  Legislature, 
than  such  as  shall  be  struck  on  said  plate. 
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AN  ACT  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  COMPLEATING  A  TRANSFER 
OF  THE  TREASURY. 

October  24th,  1788 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  That  Isaac  Tichenor,  Gideon  Olin,  and  Nathaniel  Brush, 
Esquires,  be,  and  hereby  arc  appointed  Commissioners  fully  authorised 
to  demand  and  receive  of  Ira  Allen,  Esqr.,  late  Treasurer,  all  such 
sum  or  sums  of  paper  money  or  bills  that  was  reported  by  the  Auditors 
in  April,  1787,  to  be  in  his  hands  as  late  Treasurer,  which  said  sums 
of  money  the  said  Ira  Allen  is  directed  to  deliver  [to]  said  Commis¬ 
sioners  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  bum  the  same  after  making  a  fair 
entry  of  such  bills  or  notes,  specifying  each  bill,  note,  or  order,  and 
its  amount;  and  the  said  Ira  Allen  is  directed  to  deliver  over  to  the 
Commissioners  all  the  original  vouchers  and  books  he  holds  as  late 
Treasurer,  to  be  delivered  by  them  to  the  present  Treasurer,  except 
such  receipts  and  papers  as  may  be  proper  to  lodge  with  the  Auditor 
of  accounts. 

It  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners,  to  execute  true  and  proper 
receipts  to  the  said  Treasurer  for  all  such  bills,  State  notes,  or  hard 
money  orders,  to  be  received  and  burnt  by  the  said  Commissioners, 
which  receipt  or  receipts  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  to  the  said  Trea¬ 
surer  in  his  account  for  the  delivery  of  the  same.  And  in  like  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  make  and  execute  a  receipt  or  receipts  to  the 
said  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  all  monies  accounted  for  by  him 
by  paytable  orders  or  other  order  legally  authorising  him  to  pay  said 
monies,  which  said  receipt  or  receipts  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher 
and  discharge  to  the  said  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  said  monies 
as  aforesaid. 

It  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  first  Tuesday  of  January  next,  at  the  now  dwelling  house  of 
Captain  Lemuel  Bradley,  in  Sunderland,  shall  be  the  time  and  place 
assigned  for  the  Commissioners  to  convene,  and  the  said  Ira  Allen 
to  attend  to  carry  into  Execution  the  purposes  of  this  act.  And  the 
more  effectually  to  enable  the  Comm.  to  carry  into  execution  the 
business  of  their  appointment. 

It  is  hereby  further  enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  That 
in  case  the  said  Ira  Allen  shall  not  appear  at  the  time  and  place  men- 
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On  motion  of  Dr.  Todd ,  Resolved,  That  the  treasurer  of  this  state 
be,  and  he  hereby  is  directed  to  issue  no  hard-money  orders  in  future; 
and  that,  a  bill  be  brought  in  for  the  redemption  of  such  as  arc  now 
in  circulation.  Ordered,  That  Dr.  Todd  be  a  committee  to  prepare  ! 
and  report  a  bill  for  the  purpose  contemplated  in  said  resolution.  _ \

way,  and  David  Fay,  Esquires,  of  the  county  of  Bennington,  or  any 
two  of  them,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee,  at  the

How  is  the  revision  of  your  Early  Paper  Money 
comming  along?  One  small  matter  which  I  came  across 
recently  is  your  statement,  p.  56,  under  the  issue  of 
Continental  Currency  of  February  26,  1777,  that  they 
were  printed  in  Ephrata,  Pennsylvania.  No  authority 
that  I  have  come  across  tells  of  Hall  and  Sellers 
printing  there  but  rather  that  they  printed  in  York, 
Penna.,  in  1777-1778.  Brigham,  History  and  Bibliog¬ 
raphy  of  American  Newspapers.  II,  954,  states  that 
Hall  and  Sellers  printed  The  Pennsylvania  Gazette  at 
York  from  December  1777  to  June  20,  1778.  Evans, 
American  Bibliography.  15547,  states  that  the  firm 
moved  their  press  and  materials  to  York,  Penna. ,  and 
lists  two  almanacs  and  several  broadsides  bearing  the 
York  imprint.  If  you  have  evidence  that  Hall  and 
Sellers  printed  in  Ephrata,  I  would  be  interested  in 
learning  of  it. 

Did  Jim  DuPont  give  you  a  memo  of  a  small  change 
note  issued  by  Jane  Craig,  dated  Freehold  [N.J.]  April 
21,  1777,  which  he  has?

Thank  you  for  your  friendly  note  of  July  8,  1975.  The 
type  is  being  set  on  the  revision  of  the  paper  money  book,  but  it 
is  not  too  late  to  make  changes. 

I  had  already  revised  page  36  substantially.  I  am  stating 
that  the  bills  were  probably  printed  in  Philadelphia  because  Congress 
reconvened  there  on  March  4,  1777.  I  am  also  stating  that  there  is 
no  evidence  of  the  Ephrata  allegations. 

On  page  38  I  have  inserted  the  material  on  York.  There  is 
a  plaque  in  the  street  in  York  indicating  the  site  of  the  Hall  and  Sellers 
press. 

If  you  have  any  pull  with  Jim  DuPont,  I  wish  you  could  use 
it.  He  was  originally  very  cooperative,  but  there  is  one  note  for 
which  I  need  a  picture.  He  has  not  been  willing  to  look  for  it. 

He  did  give  me  the  Craig  picture.  I  certainly  wish  he  would  give  me 
the  one  I  need  as  it  is  the  only  issue  in  the  book  which  I  know  exists 
and  which  I  have  no  picture  of.
